The wreck drifted in <m to the South Spit, 
In striking heavily she pulled the masts out 
of her. when the hull righted. To-day in the 
flood tide the wreck was worked across the 
spit nearly into smooth water.

P ortland, October 20th.—The weather is 
showery and cool. 
• Lieutenant T. W. SymonB has just re­ 
turned to military headquarters at Fort Van­ 
couver from Skagit river, W. T., where he 


proceeded two weeka ago with Captain 
Jocelyn’s company of the Twenty-first In­ 
fantry, under orders to settle some Indian 
trouble there. On reaching Baker’s river. 
Lieutenant Symons found the Indians 
gathered, about 150 warri -rs, in anticipation 
of a fight. He sent word to them that he wanted 
tii talk with them, to which they acceded. 
Lieutenant Symons repoits gome able men 
aud smart talkers among these Indians, w ho 
are remnants of the Sank and Skagit tribes, 
and closely related by marriage aud other­ 
wise to the Indians in tbs neighborhood of 
Camp Chelan. The Indians ciaim that the 
lauds now l*ing surveyed had never been 
traded by them to the whites, and they were 
n t going to let them go without come equiv­ 
alent. They seemed to understand that once 
surveyed the lauds would be settled at once. 
After a long powwow the Indians agreed 
with Lieutenant Symons to allow the survey 
to proceed as far up the Skagit as the mouth 
of the Saukeyoer. Lieutenant Symons is tt* 
properly represent the case to the Indian 
Department at Washington. The Indians 
have plenty of money and arms, and were 
disposed to stand on their dignity, so that it 
would have been an easy matter to have 
provoked a big row. Matters for the present 
Seem amicably adjusted. 
John O. Bershaw, convicted of the crime of 
outraging the perfon of a little girl, was sen­ 
tenced this morning by Judge Stott to eight 
years in the Penitentiary.

MINING BOTES. 
Mining machinery is being shipped from 
San Francisco to Japan. 
A large cave has been found in the Blue 
Belle mine, near Ward, Nev. 
A ledge which runs $40 per ton has been 
found in San Jacinto district. 
The Yuba Mining Company, Nevada 
county, have started their mill. 
It is reported that in Mason county, \Y. 
T., a tin mine has been discovered. 
Grissel & Wing, on the upper Yuba, are 
ready to take gold from bedrock on their 
river claim. 
Miners at Mineral King, Tulare county, 
are leaving for the winter, aud the mine 
will be shut down till spring. 
The Empire mine, Grass Valley, has 
been drained to the S00-foot level, and is 
to be pumped to the 1,200-level. 
A bar of mixed bullion recently taken to 
Nevada City was over half lead, washed 
out by the hydraulic mines at the old town 
of Moore’s Flat. 
Work continues at the Ida Easley mine, 
near Calistoga, but the waste at ttie mill 
is unusually great, and some other process 
must be employed. 
The seam diggings of Messrs. England 
A Lebenf, near Georgetown, El Dorado 
county, are prospecting in some cases from 
|20 to 340 to the pan. 
It is reported that the steam-dredger on 
Fraser river, in British Columbia, recently 
found a hole in the bottom, out of whicü 
32,000 in gold wa3 taken. 
In the Ord district, Los Angeles county, 
a ten-stamp mill is to be put up on the 
Stanway ledge. The ore runs 320 per ton, 
and can be mined and milled for 314. 
The Candelaria (Nev.) True Fissure 
says : The past week has been dull. Many 
of the smaller mines have shut down or 
discharged the greater part of their work­ 
ing force. The entire force of thi Metallie- 
Equator were lately discharged aud the 
works shut down. 
At Cachise Pass, Arizona, astonishing 
developments are reported. The chloride 
vein in the Mary A., which assays up in 
the thousands, is four feet wide, and the 
carbonate ore on each side of the vein is 
assaying 8100, and is two feet wide, mak­ 
ing the vein of paying ore seven feet. 
Because of a rise in the price of water 
supplied to miners in Onion valley, El 
Dorado county, the miners have allowed it 
to be shut off, but they are makins money 
out of their claims without the aid of this 
water. One claim pays as high as §1,000 
per month and over with a rocker. There 
are some six or eight paying mines in the 
vicinity. 
Says the Mining Journal: Mining has 
Buffered little if at all from mining 
students, who, as a rule, take a pride in 
their profession, and who endeavor all they 
can to raise its tone ; but mining has Buf­ 
fered terribly from ignorant, bigoted and 
unprincipled men who are pleased to call 
themselves “ practical,” and whose chief 
occupation is telling lies and pocketing fees. 
For many years there has not been so 
bright a prospect for the mining interests 
of Inyo as at present, says the Independent. 
The county has been under a clond ever 
since the ’ failures which occurred here 
about fifteen years ago. 
The cause of 
these failures was not the want of ment 
in the mines, but a lack of knowledge in 
the science of mining and the reduction of

horses in England is a great source of grat­ 
ification to his friends. The colts were 
selected and purchased by S. D. Bruce, 
and were selected not only for their high 
breeding and royal descent, but for their 
racing form, which is an important desid­ 
eratum in a race-horse. 
High breeding 
without proper conformation will never 
make a race-horse. An animal, no matter 
how well bred, or how successfully the 
family has raced, is next to worthless with­ 
out proper conformation. Bookmaker, the 
winner of the Granby Stakes for two-year- 
olds, Criterion course, three-quarters of a 
mile, one of the prominent two-year-old 
eventa in England, is by imp. Bonnie Scot­ 
land, dam Juniata, by Jack Malone (son of 
Lexington); 2d dam Monica, by imp. Sov­ 
ereign ; 3d dam Leda, by' Epsilon (son of 
Pacific, the own brother to tiie great Ber­ 
trand), out of imp. Nanny Kilham, 
bv Voltaire. 
Breakspeare, who ran 
third in a sweepstakes over the Bretby 
course, three-quarters of a mile, is own 
brother to Wallenstein, by Waverley, dam 
Lady Wallenstein, by Lexington ; 2d dam 
Louisa, by imp. Yorkshire, out of Hick 
Doty's dam, by American Eclipse. Don 
Fulanos, also placed third in the Double 
Trial Plate for two-year-olds, five furlong, 
is by King Alfonso (dam Canary Bird, 
dam of Harry Bassett, Charley Howard and 
Ortilan), by imp. Albion ; 2d dam Panola, 
by imp. Ainderby, out of imp. Sweetbriar, 
by Recovery. Neither he nor Breakspeare 
were considered tit to run, having had bad 
attacks of fever soon after their arrival in 
England in March last. Oa Wednesday 
last the Bedford Stakes for two-year-olds, 
Bretby Stakes course, three-quarters of a 
mile, was won by Foxhall, he by King Al­ 
fonso, dam Jamaica, by Lexington, 2d dam 
Fanny Ludlow, by imp. Eclipse, out of the 
famous old race mare Mollie Jackson, by 
Vandal. Mollie Jackson’s third heat of 
three miles, May 25, 18(51, 5:2t>J. is ths 
best on record. The following day Fux- 
hall ran second to Savoyard by half a 
length, in the Ashley sweepstakes, for two- 
year-olds. Foxhall has sulfcred less with 
the fever epidemic than any one oi the lot 
sent over.—[Turf, Field and Farm. 
T am ing Q u a ils.—Such a thing as do­ 
mesticating the common quail Las been 
thought impossible. But such a thing has 
been accomplished by Mr3. William John­ 
ston, living near Nashville, Tenn., and 
has been the subject of the liveliest inter­ 
est to all her neighbors. Mrs. J. is a 
childless lady who “ takes to birds.” The 
family is well off, and she surrounds her­ 
self with birds and fowls of every feather. 
At the tirst call of her voice they come 
trooping to her, from all quarters, in 
squads and platoons, eager to be petteij, of 
which they receive a liberal share. Early 
in the spring she came across a nest full of 
quail’s eggs, and placed them in her bureau 
drawer, where they were for a time for­ 
gotten. One night she heard “ a fuss” in 
the bureau, and going to it, she fouud the 
eggs hatched out into little balls of 
feathers. Knowing no other mother, the 
young brood took food readily, and were 
reared to full size. So tame and domesti­ 
cated were they that they did not attempt to 
goawav, and would come whirring in at her 
call to be fed, lighting on her head, shoul­ 
ders and arms, and nothing delighted them 
more than to pick crumbs out ol her mouth. 
But shotguns in the hands of bad boys and 
strangers decimated their ranks until two 
only were left—a cock and hen. One of 
the most pleasing experiments the writer 
ever made in a small way was an attempt 
a few years ago to raise anil domesticate 
the quail. We found a nest under the 
hall, jiist before our door, containing six­ 
teen eggs of the quail, which were taken 
away and set under a small game hen. The 
quail’s eggs were supplemented by' four 
hen’s eggs. Ten of the quail’s eggs were 
hatched, and all four of the hen’s eggs were 
brought off by their strange mother, or 
rather by the father, for the female having 
been destroyed in some way the male bird 
took possession of the nest and hatched the 
chicks. He took them off and they were 
never heard from. But eight of the quail 
were raised, and sweeter, gentler pets were 
never seen, and the whole family were 
devoted to them. A miserable cat took 
these birds off one at a time, but not till 
we had had them with us a year or more. 
T iie D estruction op G am e F ood.—So 
long as America continued in the occupa­ 
tion of the aborigines, the order of nature 
was apparently but little disturbed. The 
buffalo and deer, the wild fowl and tur­ 
keys, furnished abundant food to the sav­ 
ages without serious encroachment upon 
the fertility of nature. In savage life 
there appears to be no wanton or unnec­ 
essary destruction of tbs natural means of 
support. It was reserved for the civilized 
white man to carry on wanton against the 
bounty of nature, and to kill and destroy 
without thought or study of those impera­ 
tive laws under which nature holds in 
trust the food supply of man. From the 
first settlement of the country the process 
of eradicating and annihilating the useful 
animals, birds and fishes natural to the 
country has been carried on with an en­ 
ergy and success but too characteristic of 
the Baxon race. Large tracts of land 
have beeu entirely depopulated of their 
animals and useful birds. The buffalo 
on his native plains has 1 ecome an 
object of rare curiosity. Deer are limited 
to the remoter mountain ranges or. exten­ 
sive tracts of barren woods. The wild fowl 
which swarmed in New England during 
the first settlement of the country, and for 
a long time afterwards, have almost dis­ 
appeared. 
The last wild turkey was 
killed in Massachusetts nearly half a cen­ 
tury ago. There is probably no sportsman 
living who has killed a grouse on Martha’s 
Vinevard, the last refuge in the northeast 
o: that most valuable bird. Plover still 
migrate, though in diminished numbers, 
from their breeding places in the far 
North to their winter homes in the South,' 
but they carefully avoid the northeastern 
coasts. No one in this generation has seen 
a wild swan alighting on the waters of 
Massachusetts. 
They once abounded 
there. Even the wild geese find no resting 
place there, but are expelled as if they 
were tramps and vagabonds.—[Interna­ 
tional Review. 
B o atin g.—W hile the boating season in 
this country is now well over the liveliest 
interest is manifested in the great races 
that are announced to come off next month 
in England. The Thames just now is a 
grand sight, as over its waters are prac­ 
ticing the cream of the professional boating 
men of the world. Ganada is represented 
by the champion Hatilan : this country by 
such senders as Riley, Hosmer, Roas and 
Smith ; Australia by Trickett and Laycock, 
and England by Elliott, Blackman, Boyd 
and others. W ith such good men in good 
fix a grand programme should be arranged, 
and excellent races should follow. But 
from the daily cablegrams one would sup­ 
pose it to be a race of invalids instead of 
athletes. This one is suffering from sore 
throat, that one is rheumatic, and so on. 
Perhaps, after all, it is only done to in­ 
fluence betting, and the championship races 
may yet turn out to be grand affairs.—

very plentiful in and along the bayous,

The track 
was in good condition. The contestants, 
who were dressed as is customary on simi­ 
lar occasions, suffered from the chilly air. 
The contestants were E. E. Merrill, S. A. 
A. C., of New York ; J. Briggs, B. A. C., 
and J. H. Maxwell, B. A. 0. Maxwell 
walked but one lap. Merrill took the lead 
in the tirst half-mile, gamed a lap on 
Briggs, whose walking was suspicious, and 
won with ease in the fastest time on record 
for ten miles, Briggs stopping at the third 
lap of the tenth mile badiy used up. Mer­ 
rill walked with the utmost fairness and 
finished quite fresh, and can, no doubt, on 
a longer track and in good condition, equal 
the 1 ~t performance on record, that of W. 
Perkins, lh. 15m. 57s., if he doesn't beat 
it. He could have gone faster if he had 
been pushed, without doubt. He stumbled 
and fell headlong on the fifth lap of 
the third mile, 
but quickly recov­ 
ered himself 
and 
went on. 
The 
track is a 14-lap cinder-path, and was 
surveyed by F. A. Carné, surveyor to the 
Boston and Albany Railroad, the certifi­ 
cate of the measurement being in the posses­ 
sion of the B. A. 0. Following is the score : 
E. E. Merrill, S. A. A. C., 1, 1 mile ; 7m. 
4s.; 2, 14m. 37s.; 3, 22m. 12s.; 4, 30m. 
194s.; 5, 3Sm. 204s.; tí, 45m. 28s.; 7, 54m.

B icycling.—II. L. Cortis, the amateur 
bicyclist of England, rode 25 miles at Sur­ 
biton, September 22 i, in 1 hour, 111 minutes 
and 41 3-5 seconds, the fastest on record 
by over two minutes. He essayed the ar­ 
duous task of riding 20 milts in one hour, 
but fell short 340 yards of the distance. 
During the task he put into oblivion four 
other records, namely : 11 miles in 33 min­ 
utes and 4 3-5 seconds ; 12 miles in 36 
minutes and tí 1 5 seconds ; 13 miles in 39 
minutes and 5-15 seconds ; 14 miles in 42 
minutes and 9 3 5 seconds.

It matters little what may be the forms 
of national institutions, if the life, free­ 
dom and growth of society are secured. 
There is no horizontal stratification of 
society in this country like the rocks in the 
earth, that hold one class down below for- 
evermore, and let anothir come to the sur­ 
face to stay there forever. Our stratifica­ 
tion is like the ocean, where every indi­ 
vidual drop is free to move, and where 
from the sternest depths of the mighty 
deep any drop may come up to glitter on 
the highest wave that rolls. 
The Union and the Congress must share 
the same fate. They must rise or fall to­ 
gether. 
We should enlist both the pride and the 
selfishness of the people on the side of 
good order ami peace. 
We legislate for the people of the United 
States, not for the whole w orld; and it is 
our glory that the American laborer is more 
intelligent and better paid than his foreign 
competitor. 
The last eight decades has wi'nessed an 
empire spring up in the full panoply' of 
lusty life, from a trackless wilderness. 
In their struggle with the forces of na­ 
ture the ability to labor was the richest 
patrimony of the Colonist. 
The great doctrines of the Declaration 
germinated in the hearts of our fathers, 
and were developed under the u%vv influ­ 
ences of this wilderness world, by the same 
subtle mystery w hich brings forth the rose 
from the germ of the rose-tree. Uncon­ 
sciously to themselves the great truths 
were growing under the new conditions, 
until, like the centnrv plant, they bios 
sorned into the matchless beauty of the 
Declaration of Independence, w hose fruit­ 
age increased, and increasing we enjoy to­ 
day.Twenty-five yearn ago this Republic was 
wearing a triple chain of bondage. Long 
familiarity with tralfic in the bodies and 
souls of men bad paralyzed the consciences 
of a majority of our people. The doctrine 
of State sovereignty had shocked and 
weakened the nobler and most beneficent 
powers of the National Government., and the 
gras: ing power of slavery was seizing the 
original territories of the W est and drag­ 
ging them into the den of eternal bond­ 
age. At that crisis the Republican party 
was born. It drew its first inspiration 
from the fire of liberty which God has 
lighted in every man’s heart, and which all 
the powers of ignorance and tarannycan 
neier wholly extinguish. The Republican 
party came to deliver and eave the repub­ 
lic. It entered the arena when the be- 
leagnrcd and ass-.iled Territories were 
struggling for freedom, and drew aroncd 
them the sacred circle of liberty, which 
the demon of slavery has nevsr dared to 
cross. It made them free forever. 
The Republican party gave to the coun­ 
try a currency as national as its flag, based 
upon the sacred faith of the people. 
It confronted a rebellion of unexampled 
magnitude, with slavery behind it, and, 
under God, fought the final battle of lib­ 
erty.This coming fight is onr Thermopy’ie. 
We are standing upon a narrow isthmus. 
If our Spartan hosts are united we can 
withstand all the Persians that the Xerxes 
of the Democracy can bring against us. 
I jet us hold our ground this one year, for 
ihe stars in their courses fight for us in the 
future.

Then 
the violinist, as if suddenly awakening 
j from a trance, bowed to the enraptured 
¡ audience. 


P a r is, October 4, 1S80. 
The laws of France are so severe, and 
have been so little influenced by time, that 
were it not for the system of juries estab­ 
lished even for light offenses, humanity 
would be both shocked and disgusted with 
the bold face of barbraous ages. Although 
the hand of justice falls heavily in this 
country on both rich and poor, great and 
small, I am not so sure but that we may 
congratulate ourselves with regard to the 
laws of our own country, for although 
they he distributed with partialty, tbeir 
leniency and their better adaptability to 
present civilization make up the balance. 
People’s money in France does not prevent 
the taw with all its severities being applied 
whenever the law has been violated. But 
this country does not accept gold as its 
idol, as with us, nor is its aristocracy 
built upon bauk-notes, whether fraud­ 
ulently or honestly gained, as is unfor­ 
tunately too often the ease in America. Ex­ 
cept in very marked and isolated cases did 
Napoleon III. even permit his authority to 
interfere with the course of the law, and 
all persons are bound to walk straight 
within its limits or otherwise come to woe. 
lim e, Ratazzi’s name, influence and wealth 
have never prevented her cooks, seam­ 
stresses, maids and dealers from suing her, 
or calling her before the bar of justice to be 
put on a level with her claimants. Since 
the Republic has been established the re­ 
form of the magistracy has been demanded 
by all reformers aud thoughtful citizens. 
Indeed, such would be 
A GREAT STEP 
Toward improving and humanizing the 
laws in the Courts of justice. The Judges 
being elected for life are much too indif­ 
ferent to the result of their decisions, and 
their great security of positions renders 
them often insolent and unconcerned as to 
the opinion of the public or their superiors. 
Their role in this country is far more im­ 
portant and very different from that of the 
Judges of America. 
During the entire 
trial of a prisoner, the lawyers have noth­ 
ing to say, for it is the Judge, and the 
Judge alone, who interrogates the one 
charged with crime, and that which is the 
worst feature of ail is that the prisoner is 
considered guilty until his innocence is 
declared. Ah ! how the poor women suffer 
at the hands of these implacable Judges ! 
\Vomeu in France, owing to the cor­ 
ruption bequeathed to their country 
by dissolute 
monarclis, and 
owing 
to other circumstances, are little esteemed 
by the men, and to appear as an accused 
before these creatures is sufficient for these 
last to indulge in all the heinousness of 
their licentiously cultivated natures. No 
woman, however innocent, when once 
charged with crime aud brought before tne 
Judges but walks away haidened to all 
insults. 
The jury cannot pronounce a 
punishment of less than two years impris­ 
onment, and yet with that risk persons 
charged w ith slight crimes prefer to deliver 
themselves to the mercy of twelve men 
with hearts which beat in their breasts, of 
men who may have w ives and children 
and sympathy for their fellow- creatures, 
than to submit themselves to the judgment 
of men called Judges, who seem never so 
happy as when they are able to condemn 
some trembling culprit aud to thus hastily 
till the prisons. The other day I strolled 
into 
THE TALAIS DE JUSTICE, 
Where I found on every floor numerous 
chambers, quite small iu size, but all occu­ 
pied by Judges, prisoners, witnesses and 
lawyers. I stopped at a room where a 
woman was being tried. All visitors, un­ 
less specially acquainted with the Judges, 
who lavor them with seats reserved for 
witnesses, are obliged to stand at the 
extreme end of the hall, outside of a solid 
wooden railing. Tiie only inconvenience 
is the fatigue irom standing, for the rooms 
being small it is easy to hear and compre­ 
hend everything that is said. The wit­ 
nesses, for the most part womi n, were 
already in their places ; the lawyers, toa, 
were there, busy turning over their papers, 
when all at once a crier, advancing to the 
front of the raised platform where were 
placed four easy chairs, cried in a sten­ 
torian voice, “ Le C our!” Immediately 
every one rose from his seat (those 
who were seated), and th.re appeared at 
the same time, through one of tiie doors 
back of the stage, four Judges in scarlet 
robes and peculiar fcur-cornered bats. 
They took their scats all in a row ; at one 
end was a very old man, middling size, 
with a very bald head ; next to him came 
a thin man, with rather long, light hair, 
and face peaked and sharp like that of an 
eagle ; next was seated a great fat Judge, 
with a great fat belly, who on taking Ilia 
place settled himself well in his chair, 
crossed his fat hands over his fat belly, 
and benignly closing his eyes, boldly pro­ 
claimed the presence of Morpheus. By h¡3 
side was a lean, blink-eyed, sallow-looking 
creature, with long hair which clung to his 
neck in half ringlets, and by their provok­ 
ing appearance seemed to have absorbed 
I all the substance of their owner’s brains. 
: When the Judges were well established 
j the twelve jurymen were admitted through 
another door at the back of the stage, and 
i took their pi ices opposite the prisoner's 
bench. 
Tec eagle-faced Judge then said, 
“ LET THE PRISONER ENTER,” 
And immediately two gensdarmes who 
were stationed n< ar the door, just back of 
the prisoner’s chair, went out, and re- 
j turned w ith a fair-haired girl of 20 years 
| of age betwc'en them. The w itnesses were 
then ordered into another room, and called 
; one by one, and after having testified to all 
; they knew they were allowed to remain. 
! After the entrance of the accused, a large 
i box placed on a table before the Judges’ 
| platform was opened by- an employe of the 
I Court, and there were drawn therefrom two 
1 pairs of corsets, cotton lace and some 
Í red tape. It seems this young girl was cm- 
j ployed iu a store, and at tbe end of three 
years had succeeded in abstracting the ob­ 
jects above mentioned. It seems her crime 
was a serious one, as she had violated con- 
lilence. and had she been tried in a lower 
l Court would have been surely sent to 
prison for six months at least, but she pre- 


j ferrcd to run the risk of two years’ impris­ 
onment or an acquittal. Behind the Judges. 
| against the wall, was a largo picture of 
Christ being crucified, a picture which 
is found in all tbe rooms and is used 
to Bwear by—scarcely a serious oath, for 
the Jews. 
Many Unitarians and free 
thinkers have demanded that the picture 
should lie replaced by a bust of the Re­ 
public as a more appropriate ornament. 
In fact there is as much reluctance dis­ 
played in swearing by the crucified Christ 
as in swearing by the Bible, as was mani­ 
fested in the House of Commons in Eng­ 
land. One of the witnesses w-as a woman 
with a crushed nose and 
A HOST HORRIBLE T VCK, 
Such as one seldom sees, and the owner of 
which you would sentence without a hear­ 
ing ; when once one has undegonc con­ 
demnation his oath is not taken and his 
testimony is of little value, therefore, this 
woman having served two terms in prison 
of three months each for stealing, was not 
called upon to raise her hand before the 
painted Christ and swear as did the others. 
It seems that all in the same store had 
helped themselves more or less to bits and 
ends in their way, aud the young girl, the 
prisoper, explained that she was denounced 
out of revenge, because she 
would 
not respond to the dishonest atten­ 
tions of 
her 
employer, 
who 
was 
a married 
man and the father of 


a family. “ Oh, yes,” called out the Judge, 
“ that is an old story ; we already know 
tLat. Every time a young girl is accused 
of anything, it is always the man’s fault.” 
His laughing and sneering was horrible to 
listen to. He attacked her virtue in the 
most licentious manner, though nothing 
could be proved against her conduct as a 
woman, and he constantly attracted the 
attention of the jury to facts he thought 
might be to the young girl’s disadvantage. 
I felt like going up to him and strangling 
him then aud there, and I longed for tiie 
day to arrive when he in turn might be 
judged by women, and I hoped, for justice’s 
sake, the women would not spare him. Af­ 
ter listening to the speech of the defend­ 
ant’s lawyer I left, without hearing if the 
young girl was condemned by the 
jury. I hoped to learn that by reading the 
list of condemnations printed and pasted 
on the walls ; but it seems-they are not 
printed uutil a year after the verdict is 
rendered, otherw ise I would have remained 
uutil the last, for the young girl interested 
me very much. In this case -one Judge 
only was the mouthpiece for the three oth­ 
ers, one of whom seemed buried in thought 
and indifferent to all around him, another 
slept soundly during the whole time, and 
the third seemed so deep buried iu his ring­ 
lets that he was unaffected by anything he 
heard. After leaving this room I wandered 
into another where 
PETTY STEALING, 
Was tried. A man with one arm was on 
the bench, accused of stealing from a store, 
among goods on the side walls, a second­ 
hand stand for holding bottles, not worth 
more than forty or sixty sous. The 
amount of importance given by the Judges 
to insignificant objects was really astonish­ 
ing. It was first supposed that the stand 
was a basket, aud a half hour was passed 
in finding out whether it was a round 
basket, a square basket or a top-covered 
basket. At last it was discovered that it 
was not a basket at all. The questions 
were all asked in a pompous maimer, and 
with a seriousness it would seem the im­ 
portant questions alone could call forth. 
After much discussion had taken place as 
to 
the 
size 
and 
form 
of 
the 
basket, tbe 
I’rocureur de 
la 
Re- 
publique consulted his papers, and after 
fumbling and fumbling discovered that the 
basket was a wire stand. The principal 
witness iu the case was a little boy of 
nine years of age, apprenticed to a 
patim kr; he came forward in his white 
apron and white cap iu his hand aud 
looked very cunning as iie stood between 
the two rails at the witness' stand. He it 
was saw tbe manchut steal the wine stand, 
and on informing the storekeeper was the 
means of having him arrested, and he 
looked as pleased as a basket of chips and 
seemed as proud as though he had accom­ 
plished a most heroic act. As a witness 
he was paid three francs, which must have 
been a little fortune to him, and doubtless 
he will hereafter spend his leisure hours in 
watching the strtet corners, so as to be 
able to arrest another thief. Alter the 
witnesses had been heard and all the par­ 
ticulars learned, the Judges rose from their 
seats, and stepping back some distance on 
the platform, consulted soma moments to­ 
gether. 
In this case there were three 
Judges, aud, as in the other room, one only 
did all the talking. On returning to their 
seals the Judge sentenced the pool manchot 
to 
j 
FOUR MONTHS’ IMPRISONMENT, 
i Had it been in the winter time the poor 
cripple would have been quite contented, 
for imprisonment was for him a certainty 
of warmth and food—things he did not 
always enjoy, for he daily begged at the 
church door of St. Germain l’Auxerrois. 
By his side dunug the trial sat a young 
woman with a baby in her arms, «hich 
baby, iu spite of a huge piece of bread 
which it constantly thrust to its mouth, 
insisted on becoming impatient, and scolded 
the Judge aud lawyers, much to the an­ 
noyance of these last, who were young 
men, and expressed on their countenances 
as much horror of the little innocent as is 
ascribed to old maids. The woman was 
tried for harboring the wine stand in the 
house. As usual, the moral conduct of 
the prisoners was dwelt upon with a keen 
relish by’ the Judge, and it must be said, 
to the shame of the one-armed man, that 
he did not present an interesting example 
of virtue. The woman had employed a 
lawyer to defend her, which he did w ith 
all the eloquence of up-raised hands and 
Howing sleeves of I1Í3 black silk gown. 
Although not young, he was inexperienced, 
and I am not sure but that be went back 
in the past even beyond the deluge before 
coming to the point. He pitched his voice 
on a high and loud key, which had the 
effect of making the Judges stare and the 
whole room titter. The woman was ac­ 
quitted, much to the gratification of the 
baby. 
THF. NEXT PRISONER ’ 
Called w as a young girl of seven years of 
age dressed in black, with a black woolen 
lace over her head. She was of very dark 
complexion ; she kept her eyes bent down 
during the entire trial and never once 
offered a word in defense as is often the 
custom. Ou her arrival I stepped into the 
hall for a breath of fresh air, for in Franco 
ventilation is unknown, and I arrived in 
time to hear her condemned to six months 
imprisonment for stealing a pair of sheets. 
“ How !” I exclaimed aloud to myself, “ is 
it possible one could have so little heart as 
to denounce so young a creature for so 
trilling a crime ?” A little short fat woman 
by uiyside turned savagely upon me. “ But 
she didn’t say the sheets had cost fifty 
francs a piece,” and this iu a manner so 
loud that all eyes turned upon me. 1 
turned away heart-sick and felt that I had 
scarce found justice lodged in the Palais 
de Justice. As I passed through the hall, 
a young lawyer coming from the same 
room was stopped by a confrere. “ How 
much did the young girl get : ’ he asked. 
“ Six m onths!” 
"Six months!

MANHATTMISMS. 


DISCOURAGEMENT OF THE NEW YC-RK 
DEMOCRACY. 


A Big Republican Majority Confidently 
Expecied -$30,000 Refused for a 
“ Worthless * Play—Etc. 


C o ng ress op E ducatio n.—The three 
'articles of faith of Continental Liberalism 
—free, compulsory, gratuitous education— 
were unanimously accepted by the recent 
Congress of Education held at Brussels. 
At "the Congress there was scarcely a 
speaker found to defend punishment of any 
kind iu schools. For the five years since 
the establishment of the Ecole Modele at 
Brussels the only punishment infi.cted— 
and this in the rarest instauees—has been 
temporary or permanent expulsion from 
the classes. The English press swarms 
with text-books aud primers on every 
teachable subject from numeraticn up to 
sociology. In the Ecole Modele, except 
for literary ltssons, no book is used either 
by master or pupil. The proposition to 
organize an International Congress of 
Teachers with a permauent sitting commit­ 
tee was so warmly received by the meeting 
that it is believed that it will certainly 
take shape. 


Zola’s P lan ok W o r k.—Emile Zola 
says : “ I rise at 9 A. M. 1 work until 1 
p. m. In the morning I attend to my 
hardest work—novels, plays, literary criti­ 
cisms, etc. I give my afternoons to less 
difficult tasks, such as foreign correspond­ 
ence and newspaper articles. I have laid 
down for myself a methodical plan of work, 
and it is rare I change it, so that when all 
my docun.ents are ready, when all my re­ 
searches are completed and when all my 
observations are collected, I am abont half 
way on the road to end my volume ; it 
takes me just as much time to write it as 
it took to ama=8 all these materials.” He 
denies the report that he is writing a story 
on the subject of the struggle between the 
larger and petty tradesmen. “ On the 
contrary,” he says, “ the novel I think of 
writing is a domestic story with very few 
characters, written with great simplicity of 
style, and in which I shall strive to avoid 
everything like description. It will be a 
sort of reaction against my previous 
works.” 
Herr Joseffy’s health is far from being 
good.

New York, October 21, 1SS0. 
Our over-abundant Democratic fellow- 
citizens on this island do not, as you may 
imagine, like the present political uullook 
in the East, and their fussy attempt to 
make believe that they are pleased with it 
is very entertaining to the Republicans, 
who, I fear, very wickedly enjoy their un­ 
easiness and discomfort. The Irish and 
Irish-American loafers aud ruffians who 
hang about the City Hall, and who usually 
have an insolent air and brutal manners, 
have caught some of the dejection of their 
masters, and are, for the nonce, al­ 
most decent in their behavior. 
They 
know not how to dissemble, as do their 
superiors iu intelligence if not in principle. 
They have, with ail their stupidity, a feel­ 
ing that they are beaten, and their Tam­ 
many rulers cannot make them feel other­ 
wise, hard as they may try. The vote- 
earlv-and often class, of whom we have so 
many, are dispirited, and will be unequal 
to their ordinary achievements in ballot- 
stuffing and assaulting, honest, order-loving 
Republicans. 
The Democracy here and 
hereabout are plainly demoralized, though 
they imagine they conceal the fact by their 
assumption of confidence and ostentatious 
swagger. But they deceive nobody—not 
even themselves. While they have felt 
THE POPULAR TIDE 
Setting against them for some weeks, ever 
since the campaign fairly opened, in fact, 
it is Indiana in particular that has de­ 
stroyed their eager hopes. They were 
so absolutely sure of it that they 
were constantly saying: “ The Octo­ 
ber election in 
Indiana will settle 
the question of the next Presidency. It 
we win there in October, we shall win 
throughout the country in November. If 
the Republicans elect Porter, they can 
elect Garfield.” They would not, of course, 
have hazarded such an opinion had they 
not beeu perfectly confident of Indiaua. 
Knowing how much depended on the 
State, many of the leaders of the party 
went out there to look after things. Bar- 
uum, the Connecticut mule-buyer, visited 
the Hoosiers to see that they dischargee! 
their whole Democratic duty ; so did Hurl- 
hurt, editor of the World; so did vote- 
purchasers and wire-pullers, out all to no 
purpose. The ludisnians now assert that 
they could have managed matters better 
had they been let alone ; that too many 
Democratic cooks spoiled the October 
broth ; that they did not want any out­ 
side interference. They are so bitterly 
disappointed, so extremely angry, that 
they are resolved to find somebody to put 
the blame upon. The managers here arc 
similarly affected. They are privately ac­ 
cusing one another of blundering; and 
their criminations and recriminations are 
said to be endless. John Kelly is charged 
with defeating Tilden at the Cincinnati 
Convention, when TffdeD was, it is as­ 
serted, the only man to nominate, the only 
man who could Ire elected. DcEpite the 
outward harmony of the party in the city, 
it is full of inner e.i-stnsions, as the 2J of 
November will be likely to show’. 
TIIE APPREHENSION OF THE DEMOCRATS 
Is disclosed by their averment that the 
Republicans are “ colonizing” here. The 
idea of the Republicans doing anything of 
that sort in this hotbed and stronghold of 
the corrupt Democracy, in the city where 
organized frauds have been part of the 
Democratic machinery for years ! The 
Tammanyites have been and are still 
frightened at the large registration in the 
Republican districts, and virtuous John 
Kelly has been crying out against “ Radi­ 
cal "craft and cozening. Most righteous 
John is sorely distressed. He seems to be 
bewildered by the foresiiadowing of disas­ 
ter. He is no longer plausible. Only a 
day or tw'o since I113 newspaper, the Kern­ 
ing Express, accounted for the rout in 
Indiana by the horde of Republican ballot- 
stuffers and should' r-hitters brought over 
from Kentucky. Kentucky may have any 
number of gentry of that order, but they, 
as the whole world knows, are certainly 
not Republicans. The Express will next 
charge the venerable Bank Presidents and 
philanthropists of the Nineteenth Ward 
with forming an armed conspiracy to in­ 
timidate at the polls the host of gentle and 
conscientious repeaters of the Fourth and 
Sixth Ward. Although the election of 
Garfield is now generally conceded by’ un­ 
biased persons, the Republicans will not 
relax any effort in this city or State. They 
are working like beavers, and will work 
up to the hour of closing the polls on the 
2d ult. The widespread opinion that 
THE DEMOCRATS ARE ALREADY BEATEN 
Will make a great difference in this State— 
a difference, it is estimated, of 20,000 
votes. 
Probable success is very apt to 
insure success ; for there are always thou­ 
sands of men in every community who w ill 
go with what they believe w ill be the win­ 
ning side. There seems to be no rational 
doubt that New York State will give from 
20,000 to 25.000 Republican majority in 
November; and there are those v. bo con­ 
fidently predict that it will reach 40,000. 
The wisest political heads say that, after 
this year, we shall ceaso to be afflicted 
with a solid South. It may learn by re­ 
peated adversity that a solid S >nth means 
of necessity a solid North—231 Electoral 
votes against 138—and may therefore 
disintegrate 
aud 
put forward new 
issues. 
The 
solid 
South 
is 
un­ 
questionably, a standing menace to the 
nation, and while it remains such, all pa­ 
triotic citizeus will vote iu opposition to it. 
The North now regards each Presidential 
campaign as fighting the war of the rebell­ 
ion ove' again with ballots, instead of bul­ 
lets. A ringing Republican victory in 
November must materially alter the aspect 
of the future. The Republicans can un­ 
deniably elect Garfield without New York, 
added to New Jersey ; but they don't in­ 
tend to. They will make him President 
by from 41 to 114. There will be no need 
of another Electoral Commission. 
THE LATEST AMF.RIPAN PLAY. 
You have probably observed that John 
Habberton’8 “ Deacon Crankett,” produced 
at Union Square Theater, ha3 been severe­ 
ly, and, I may add, very unjustly handled 
by the newspaper critics. 
The fact that 
he is a brother journalist—he is now ou 
the staff of the Herald—may be one 
reason why they 
have abused 
it 
so unsparingly; 
for it seems to be 
the rule that every newspaper scribe here 
considers every other member of the pro­ 
fession as his natural enemy. “ Deacon 
Crankett” is really a good and effective 
play, not without defects, as may be sup­ 
posed, but containing strong situations and 
well-drawn characters. It is, moreover, 
an American play through and through, as 
those acquainted with New England and 
New Englanders can testify'. The Deacon, 
done by Ben. Maginley, is excellent. It is 
a fine bit of character acting, the player 
and part being admirably adapted to one 
another. “ Crankett ” ha3 strong popular 
elements, as may be inferred from J. H. 
Haverly’s offer of S30,000 for the piece, 
which the author has declined. Think of 
a working journalist refusing 830,000 for a 
child of his brain ! The opportunity to re­ 
fuse is far more remarkable than the fact. 
Habberton must have wondered, after he 
had declined, whether it was he or some­ 
body else who had done so. 
Most 
journalists work all their lives without 
acquiring one-fifth of that amount, small 
as it is, commercially reckoned. Habber­ 
ton, a very clever man, both in the English 
and American sense, is to be congratulated 


as a dramatic and pecuniary success, the 
critics to the contrary, notwithstanding. 
These gentlemen so uniformly denounce all 
native plays—by way, doubtless, of en­ 
couraging the development of the American 
drama -that managers here anticipate their 
denunciation as a matter-of-course, aud 
despise it. 
VARIETIES. 
Ira G. W hitney, a prominent merchant 
in Duane street, and himself a New Eng­ 
lander by birth, was so much pleased with 
Ben Magiuley's personation of “ Deacon 
Crankett ” that he gave him a handsome 
lunch party at the Lotus Club the other 
day, iuviting a number of scribes and pro­ 
fessional men to meet him. The party was 
very agreeable, sparkling with good-fellow­ 
ship, wit aud champagne. 
The dramatic event of the season thus 
far was the production of Sardou's “ Daniel 
Rociiat ” last Saturday evening, at the 
Union Square. It was sumptuously mount­ 
ed and exce llently cast, as everything is at 
that theater, auel pronouueed very in’.er- 
esting by’ a crowded and intellectual au­ 
dience. The piece turns, you know, upon 
the love of a rationalist, or iuiitlel (lhx hat), 
for a very orthodox American (Lea Hen­ 
derson), and upon his effort to make her 
content with merely a civil marriage, while 
she demands a religious service also, before 
the consummation of the nuptials. Iu the 
end they separate without such consum­ 
mation. The drama is fine ar.d strong, 
though with very little action. It might, 
in ordinary hands, prove a failure, hut 
with the excellent Union Square company 
it draws like a magnet. I have observed 
as a sien of the times that Roehat's infidel 
opinions are more vigorously applauded 
than Lea’s orthodox sentiments. The 
piece, however, is emotional, not precep­ 
tive. It seems destined to a long run. 
Samuel J. Tilden is said to be well satis­ 
fied at heart with the very discouraging 
prospects of the Democracy. He has not 
forgiven bis party for ri jeering him at 
Cincinnati in obedience to the dictates of 
John Kelly, aud the defeat of Hancock will 
not give him a particle of uneasiness. When 
his party “ condoned fraud ” he knew it 
could not succeed. 
When Edwin Booth went to Europe last 
summer, he thought of playing first in Ger­ 
many. But prominent Englishmen have 
advised him, since his arrival in London, 
to appear there first because his perform­ 
ance iu Germany would hurt him on ac­ 
count of the strong anti-German feeling in 
England. He had intended to make his 
debut as Richelieu or Brstuccio, though 
it was decided that he should essay Ham­ 
let, to show his naturally fine percutí, and 
likewise to confront the tiger in his jungle 
in other words, meet Henry Irviug on his 
own ground without fear or favor.

Celtic Languages.” This amount, it ap­

fessors are to be appointed at stated inter­ 
vals by the Academy, to lecture upon sub­ 
jects prescribed for them in connection 
with Celtic languages. It seems that some 
of the subscribers to the fund considered 
the amount available too small for a Pro­ 
fessorship, in view of what has been done 
in that direction in Scotland and at Ox­ 
ford, and they were in favor of having the 
money applied to the publication of a 
valuable Irish manuscript, to be presented 
to public libraries as a memorial of Dr. 
Todd.

This treat­ 
ment the latter emphatically resent, refus­ 
ing to impart a good timbre to the “ leav­ 
ings ” of the usurping chest voice. To 
counteract the effects of the practice refer­ 
red to, the obvious and natural course is 
simply to reverse it.

Stable the Cows In Winter. 
Those who would profit by the ruling high 
prices of butter should stable their cow®. 
The weather, it Is true, has but little the ap­ 
pearance of winter; the days are warm and 
the nights not cold, but we cannot expect a 
continuance of the present favorable weather 
much longer, and we should be prepared for 
the change. Our cold rain will produce a 
decided shrinkage in the flow of milk if the 
cows are allowed to remain out in it. Even a 
frosty night will tell materially in the lessen- 
ngof milk the following morning. These facts 
are recognized by every observant dairyman, 
and every thoughtful dairyman can account 
for this falling cff of milk if he will. Milk 
comes from the food that the cow eats. De­ 
prive the cow of food, or give her 
but a scanty supply, and her milk 
very soon cease to flow, or will grow less in 
proportion to the less food she eats. Iu 
warm weather very little of the food con- 
sinned by the cow is required to keep 
up the animal heat, and hence the flow 
of milk is more plentiful in warm weather 
than iu cool or cold weather. Does it not 
follow, then, that by giving a cow a warm 
place—ail artificially-heated climate—the flow 
of milk can be kept up during cold as well 
as during warm weather ? Experience shows 
this to be the case. Experience teaches that 
even in our mild climate it pays to stable any 
kind of stock during winter weather. Stock 
stabled eat much less than stock allowed to 
run out exposed to the change and storms. 
The food saved by stabling a large number of 
cattle during our winter season will more 
than pay for the necessary buildings to stable 
them in. If this be true of stock not giving 
milk, how much more can be saved and 
gained by stabling milch cows. Every time 
a cow is milked a certain amount of animal 
heat is taken from her body, and a propor­ 
tional increased amount of food will be re­ 
quired to be appropriated to the renewed 
supply of that animal heat thus drawn away, 
aud a proportional less amount cau be spared 
to renew or reinforce the supply of milk. 
Cows stabled will eat les3 and give more 
milk than cows allowed to run out iu 
the weather, so that we have a double profit 
—one by saving in the cost of food, and 
the increased product of that which brings 
money. Cows do not require very expensive 
or very tight stables in this climate. An or­ 
dinary rough-boarded barn will be warm 
enough. Where a large number of cows are 
kept in such a stable or in a stable thus sided 
the natural heat of the cows will keep the 
temperature well up—so warm that milkers 
require their coats off early of mornings to 
milk. While the stable need not be very 
tight it should be so constructed as to avoid 
all drafts of air through it. In pleasant 
weather cows that are kept in the stable 
nights should be allowed to run out in the 
yard or pasture in the day time. This should 
be done to give them exercise and fresh air to 
keep them healthy and strong. With butter 
worth from forty to forty-five cents a pound, 
a good stable can very soon be paid for by 
the increased production of one hundred 
stabled c o w s . 
_ 
Neglected Orchards and the Codling Moth. 
The danger from the codling moth in this 
State does not come from the well-cultivated 
and paying orchards, but rather from the 
neglected trees and orchards scattered here 
and there over the country. There are more 
of these than is generally supposed, both in 
the valleys and in the foothills. In a former 
day, when California wa3 just making for 
herself a reputation as a great fruit-growing 
country, there were numerous small orchards 
set out in the low foothills by miners who 
were engaged in working surface mines. 
While this mining continued to pay, these 
orchards were well cared for, and gave their 
owners a grateful and bountiful supply of 
fr .it. As the mines became exhausted, and 
were abandoned or sold to Chinamen, the 
orchards were neglected, and with neglect 
the trees made but a stunted growth 
and produced but small crops of infe­ 
rior fruit. 
So in the valleys many 
small orchards were set out by men who were 
located on land that has been proven to be­ 
long to other people, and when thus proven 
has been abandoned, leaving the orchards un­ 
cared for and uncultivated. These, loo, are 
bearing annual crops of poor fruit of no ac­ 
count to anyone. In various ways and for 
various reasons small orchards, sometimes 
consisting of but half a dozen trees, have 
been left without care or cultivation, and 
since the advent of the codling moth into 
the State these abandoned and neglected 
orchards are producing greater crops of 
worms than of fruit. CoHld all such orch­ 
ards be destroyed the destruction would cause 
but very little loss to any one, but would 
prove of immense benefit to the real 
valuable fruit interests of the entire 
State. 
The 
active 
orchardists may 
spend time, and money, and exertion 
in expedients to kill the worms that are al­ 
ready lodged in their trees, and to prevent 
their reintroductioD, but so long as these 
neglected orchards are allowed to remain 
they will act as breeding grounds for new 
armies that will spread over the country each 
year, and thus each year the work of de­ 
struction will ail have to be done over again. 
We think there is a great need of legislation 
to get rid of the evil and damage arising 
from neglected orchards. Here is a field for 
the State Board of Agriculture anil the local 
Boards of the district societies to do some 
practical work in, and we might also call upon 
the State Horticultural Society for its aid in 
the same direction. The evil is too great to 
allow of longer delay, and we hope that 
some real practical and effective machinery 
will be put in motion by the authority 
of the next Legislature, by which all these 
neglected orchards and fruit trees throughout 
the State shall surely be destroyed. This 
being done, there will be some hope of get­ 
ting rid of the great orchard pest that has al­ 
ready done hundreds of thousands of dollars 
damage within the past few years. 


Defective Education.—That the pub- 
lie schools don’t teach properly even the 
simplest branches is a fact which is con­ 
stantly being proved and reproved to pop­ 
ular dissatisfaction, says the New '> ork 
Tribune.

Swlll-fed Cows Give Swill Milk. 
In most of the Atlantic States there are 
stringent laws against feeding milch cows 
kept for supplying milk for towns and cities 
with malt or the grain from breweries or 
stills. These laws have been passed after a 
full investigation of the subject and a careful 
examination of milk from cows thus fed, by 
physicians and health officers, and a deter­ 
mination that such milk is unhealthy. 
It is said that milk from cows fed on these 
malt and distilled grains produces fevers and 
various forms of diseases in those who use 
it. Thus to feed cows in these Eastern 
States is made a criminal offense, punishable 
with severe penalties ; if feeding cows kept 
in city dairies with these kinds of food is 
dangerous to public health, and is made a 
penal offense in New York, why should it not be 
in California? Will not the same cause that 
will create disease in New York or Boston or 
Baltimore, create similar diseases in San 
Francisco, Oakland or Sacramento? If laws 
are necessary to protect the public health 
from these dangers in the Eastern cities, why 


Irrigation and Drainage. 
A foothill orchardist euggestsjthat if sum­ 
mer irrigation and drainage were more fre­ 
quently practiced together, the result would 
be much more satisfactory to crops, and more 
particularly to orchards, aud that the danger 
of causing disease would be much lessened. 
He is satisfiel that irrigation in the foothills 
has frequently done more injury to trees by 
creating stagnant water pools about their 
roots, than it has done good. Hereafter, he 
says, he shall cultivate and drain more and 
irrigate less, and he is satisfied that if all will 
do so they will produce better aud more 
healthy trees and more valuable fruit, and 
have fewer fevers iu their families. If this 
theory of health be good among the sparsely 
populated districts of the foothills, why is it 
not good also for the cities like Sacramento? 
If irrigation with insufficient drainage pro­ 
duces fevers in the foithills, what will it pro­ 
duce on the flat lauds of Sacramento? 


C'.ean Out the Earn-Yards, 
This is a good season of the year to clean 
up the baru-yards and spread the manure 
over the fields. Manure in this State should 
be left on the surface, rather than be plowed 
in. When land is seeded to alfalfa oris t" be 
volunteered to barley, oats or wheat for hay, 
it may be spread and harrowed over now, 
while the soil is dry. to good advantage. If 
it Í3 to be put on grain land it is better to 
wait till the grain is sown before putting the 
manure on. Let it then be spread evenly 
and dragged in, and the effect will be much 
better thau if plowed in. Under no circum­ 
stances should the manure be allowed to re­ 
main iu liejpa in the field during the first 
rains, as these « ill wash the ammonia and fer­ 
tilizing gases into the soil where the heaps 
lie, aud thus manure the land iu spots only. 
Milk as 1 cod. 
Unadulterated, undiluted, unskimmed and 
properly treated milk, taken from a healthy 
cow in a good condition, and produced by the 
consumption of healthy and nutritious grasses 
and other kiuds of food, contains within it­ 
self, in proper proportions, all the elements 
that are necessary to sustain human life 
through a considerable period of time. 
Scarcely any other article of food will do 
this. When we eat bread and drink milk 
we eat bread, butter and cheese and drink 
water, all of them in the l est combination 
and condition to nourish the human system. 
All things considered, good milk is the cheap­ 
est kind of food that we have, for 3 pints of 
it, weighing 3J pounds aud costing 9 
cents, contains as much nutriment as one 
pound of beef, wiiich costs 18 cents. There 
is no Iocs in cooking the milk, as there is 
in cooking beef, and there is no bone 
in it that cannot be eaten; it is simple, 
palatable, nutritious, healthful, cheap, and 
always ready for use, with or without prepa­ 
ration. This is to say that, chemically, 3.7 
pounds of milk is the equivalent of 1 pound 
iu flesh-forming or nitrngeueous constituents ; 
aud 3.17 pound® of milk is the equivalent of 
1 pound of beef in heat-producing elements or 
carbo-hydrates. We must therefore assume, 
from tiie data offered, that the relative values 
of beef and milk as human food are as 31 to 
11J. or as (in round numbers) 1 to t J If milk 
is 8 cents per quart, ttien it is the equal in 
food value to beef at 12J cents per pound ; 
and vice versa, when beef is at 25 cents per 
pound, then milk should be 19 cents per 
quart, calculated on its food value. We tiius 
see that, at any ruling pi ices, milk is certain­ 
ly one of the cheapest, if not the cheapest, 
food that can be furnished to the family, 
whiie all experience is in favor of its healthy 
qualities.—[Journal of Chemistry. 
. 
Grain Ships. 
The loss of grain ships iu crossing the At­ 
lantic, is becoming so serious a matter ad to 
attract the attention of the British Parlia­ 
ment. The difficulty originates in the shift­ 
ing of a cargo in bulk, which takes place 
from "the careening of a vessel in a gale. In 
loading ships from elevators, the du-t ¡3 so 
blinding as to prevent good trimming, and 
leave the hold comparatively empty when 
the cargo is settled. The vessels used for 
carrying heavy articles, such as pig iron and 
machinery, are not suited by their build for 
carrying grain in bulk, which is of a specific 
gravity not differing very much from water. 
The plan of carrying grain in bags is ex]ien- 
sive, and the most feasible remedy suggested 
is the use of a false partition, in the shape of 
a hollow inverted triangle, along the center 
of the vessel from the deck to the keei. Na­ 
ture furnishes a hint of this device in the 
manner in which the brain is divided while 
supported in the skull. 


THE FASHIONBLE STOOP. 
It is fashionable now to stoop ; not met­ 
aphorically but literally. The latest freak 
of metropolitan belles is nothing less than 
to curve their spines and droop their 
shoulders until they look like hopeless con­ 
sumptives. A correspondent of the Syra­ 
cuse Journal thus writes of this idiotic 
fashion. The grand afternoon parade of 
the belles on Fifth avenue has begun. See­ 
ing a number of young women elegantly 
dressed, stooping over as though weak­ 
chested, or chary of stepping on their heels, 
I looked at them with sympathy as 
they passed, but when the number 
increased I asked the meaning of 
this peculiar bend, or stoop of the 
belles. Imagine your correspondent’s sur­ 
prise to learn that it is the fashion for a 
woman to walk as though she was crippled 
with age, round-shouldered and has no 
chest to speak of in particular. The whole 
weight of the body seems to be on the toes, 
and it is distressing to see a pretty girl 
make such a deformity of herself. A serv­ 
ant’s recent description of a belle is as 
follows : “ Well, ma’am, I walked down 
Fifth avenue on Sunday afternoon and I 
saw some tine young ladies that made me 
sorry for them.

A d u ltera ted T in w a r e —The Journal 
of Chemistry speaks of it as follows : At­ 
tention has recently been called to a new 
risk of chronic poisoning by the old enemy, 
lead. What we call tin-vessels are in daily 
use in every household in the land. They 
are cheap, durable and convenient, and 
have been considered perfectly safe for the 
thousand culinary purposes to which they 
are devoted. They are safe if the tin­ 
plate is honestly made. But unfortunately 
this is not always to be counted upon. 
Tin is comparatively cheap, but lead is 
cheaper, and an alloy of the two metals 
may be used in place of the dearer one, 
with profit to the manufacturer. The 
alloy 13 readily acted upon by acids, 
and salts of lead are thus introduced 
into food. The Michigan State Board of 
Health has lately been investigating this 
subject, having been led to do so by a 
letter from a physician, who found that 
certain cases ot what had been taken for 
chorea were really paralysis agitaus, which 
could be traced to this kind of lead poison. 
Ocher casts were brought to light in which 
children had died of meningitis, fits and 
paralytic affections, caused by milk kept in 
such vessels, the acid in the fluid having 
dissolved the lead. 
Malic, citric and 
other fruit acids are, of course, quicker 
and more energetic iu their action on the 
pernicious alloy. The danger is the greater 
because the lead salts are cumulative poi­ 
sons. The effect of one or two small 
doses may not be perceptible, but in­ 
finitesimal doses, continually repeated, 
will in the end prove injurious, if not fatal. 
Analysis of a large number of specimens of 
tin plate used in culinary articles showed 
the presence of an alloy with lead in almost 
every instance, aud often in large quanti­ 
ties. It is safe to assert that a large pro­ 
portion of the tin wares in the market are 
unfit for use on this account. This cheap 
tin has opened a field of speculation to the 
packers of canned fruits, meats and vege­ 
tables, which, if taken advantage of, must 
necessarily result most disastrously to the 
public health. Too much caution cannot 
lie exercised in purchasing canned goods to 
see that an attractive label does not cover 
a dangerous lead-covered can. 
N ea po litan L ace.—Cast on fifteen 
stitches and knit once across plain. First 
row—Knit three, throw the thread over, 
knit two together, knit three, throw the 
thread over, knit one, throw the thread 
over, knit six. 
Second row—Knit six, 
throw the thread over, knit three, throw 
the thread over, knit two together, knit 
three, throw the thread over, knit two 
together, knit one.

needle, 
which, 
with one on the other will make 
fifteen stitches, the number started with. 
Kuit one, throw the thread over, knit two 
together, knit three, knit two together, 
throw the thread over, knit two together, 
knit one, throw the thread over, 
knit two together, knit one. 
Fifth 
row — Kuit three, throw the thread 
over, knit two together, knit one, throw 
the thread over, knit two together, knit 
one, knit two together, throw the thread 
over, knit three. Sixth row—Kuit three, 
throw the thread over, knit one, throw the 
thread over, slip two, knit one and throw 
the two slipped stitches over the one just 
knit, throw the thread over, knit four, 
throw the thread over, knit two together, 
knit one. Repeat from first row. This 
lace worked with saxony yarn and rather 
coarse steel needles makes a beautiful 
trimming of appropriate width for flannel 
skirts. Made with fine needles and crochet 
cotton, or thread, it would be suitable for 
cotton or linen. 
G oing Back to Old T im es.—It is said 
that in Paris they have gone back a hun­ 
dred years in styles. They wear longpoke 
bonnets, protruding over the forehead, and 
filled in with a face trimming of flowers or 
a ruching. 
They have returned to the 
deeply-notched wide-spread collars and 
neck rnflles, the capes and straight skirts 
of the Incroyables of 1780. On the skirts 
are many ruffles, and at the elbow dangles 
the gathered, puffed and lace-trimmed reti­ 
cule of that period. 
The old-fashioned 
straight mantle, called the bonne femme, is 
also revived, with a hood or comb, which 
can be drawn over the head at pleasure. A 
modified form of these quaint old fashions 
has found favor with the American belles, 
Her full skirt falling in straight folds from 
belt to toe has a number of tucks or a few 
gathered ruffles. Her waist is short, her 
belt is wide, her collar is deep, her bonnet 
is unique, she carries a reticule and wears 
mitts, and looks just like her great-grand­ 
mother used to look—all but her head. 
C oo king 
in G erm any.— The funda­ 
mental principle of German cookery is to 
mix together as many incongruous things 
as possible. My countrymen have a special 
talent, recognized the world over, for in­ 
venting mixed drinks, but their combina­ 
tions pale before those of the Germans in 
mixed cooking, That compound which is 
so toothsome to a German, a herring salad, 
is concocted from sixteen different articles. 
A German beefsteak is made of hashed 
meats, rolled into a ball and fried. What 
they call roa3t beef is a chunk of meat 
boiled awhile aud then baked ; it usually 
looks like a lump of india-rubber. With 
the meats is always served a compote, made 
of stewed or preserved fruit. The vegeta­ 
bles are deemed at their best when they are 
floating in grease, Sausage, however, is 
the great national delicacy. It is produced 
in great varieties of size and quality ; and 
the sausage shops of Berlin are the most 
elegant in the city. 
M ats.—Paper dish mats, which can be 
washed without the slightest injury, and 
which very nearly resemble the wicker dish 
mats commonly used on the dining-table, 
are among the most recent novelties. The 
mats are stamped out of cardboard, in lioth 
round and oval form and in any desired 
size. The wicker-work pattern is lith­ 
ographed, after which the work is finished 
up hy the application of a very hard kind 
of varnish. The paper mats, it is claimed, 
will last as long as wicker ones, are much 
cheaper, and possess the additional advan­ 
tage of a smooth surface. 
Stu ffed 
P e pper s. — Choose 
large, 
smooth, green peppers, like those used for 
mangoes ; wash them, cut out the stems 
and remove the seeds, being careful to 
avoid breaking the peppers ; parboil them 
for live minutes in boiling water and salt, 
then stuff then with sausage meat, or any 
cold meat or poultry chopped fine and sea­ 
soned with salt, and bake them half an 
hour in a quick oven. A little meat gravy, 
or broth of any kind, put into the baking- 
pan with them gives them a nice flavor. 
G uava J elly.—Slice six pounds of gua­ 
vas in a brass or agate-iron kettle and add 
one teacup of water. Boil for an hour or 
more, until well cooked ; strain through 
coarse cloth by dripping ; do not squeeze a 
particle ; measure the juice ; after it has 
boiled and been skimmed, add granulated 
white sugar, measure for measure ; cool 
until jellied. It jellies better in small than 
large quantities.—[Florida Agriculturist.

coolest and clearest-headed uncertain as to 
where they stand. 
A nd because this is an 
accident common to all contests of th e kind 
it is useful to carry th e public m ind hack, 
a t the close of the canvass, to th e solid 
facts upon which all th a t is real about it 
rests. 
I t is th e more necessary to perform 
this service in th e present case, because 
the campaign now draw ing to its close has 
been peculiarly deficient in those etrongly- 
m arked issues and clear cut dogmas which 
constitute such powerful aids to convic­ 
tion, and tend to give enthusiasm and p u r­ 
pose to a contest. 
Indeed, beyond the 
obvious fact th a t those who did not elect 
the President four years ago wished to 
elect th a t officer this year, to th e end th at 
the federal patronage m ight be theirs,

no serious reason for 
contest by th e opposition. 
This statem ent 
may seem surprising to some who have 
been so stunned by th e din and clamor of 
the campaign as to imagine th a t there 
m ust be very trem endous issues involved, 
b ut it is only necessary to trace back the 
canvass to prove th a t w hat we say is true ; 
th a t th e Dem ocrats actually had no ground 
in reason for th e proposed change which 
they have been urging so vehem ently upon 
the people. 
One consequence of this ab­ 
sence of serious justification on the Dem­ 
ocratic side has been th e scurrilous charac­ 
ter of th e canvass.

lifted from the shoulders of th e N orth. 
Equal rights had be*m pledged to the freed­ 
man, and had not been secured to him. 
The laws for executing the N orthern pur­ 
pose were acknowledged failures. 
The 
colored people were notoriously denied 
their rights. 
And now, to increase not 
only tho wrong b u t the perplexity, the 
Southern Democrats were turning the negro 


vote againBt th e N orth, and were usurping 
the political powers of their late slaves, re­ 
fusing to the latte r th e exercise of any 
of the privileges and rights w hich had been 
granted to them . 
A solid Sonth was thus 
organized, and the Democracy advanced to 
the attack, not only destitute of any ra­ 
tional argum ent in its favor, bu t handi­ 
capped w ith the obvious lawlessness of th e 
m ethods by which it had made the So uth 
solid. 
N ot only had it no reasons to r.ilege 
for preferring it to the Republican p a rty , 
bu t it was disqualified in a peculiar m anner 
by th e illegality of th e m easures it had 
adopted to gain itself standing ground. 
N ever in th e history of parties has a polit­ 
ical organization m ade such a fight upon 
more feeble grounds than th e Democracy 
possessed this year. 
I t was asking th a t a 
singularly successful and prosperous ad­ 
m inistration should be set aside in favor of 
a singularly unsuccessful and m istrusted 
party, which had com m itted itself against 
every m easure th a t had conduced to the 
prevailing prosperity, and which, m ore­ 
over, bad violated th e fundam ental laws 
of the Republic in arranging its forces for 
this very contest. 
A more audacious prop­ 
osition could not have been made. 


In vain the Dem ocrats have endeavored 
to obscure the issues by sensational frauds 
and reckless abuse of their opponents. De­ 
spite all th eir noise and all their wiles, 
men recur to th e crucial consideration, 
and ask them selves w hat possible reasons 
can exist for m aking th e change proposed. 
The Republican policy has conducted tbe 
nation to its present pitch of prosperity ; 
has raised the public credit higher th an it 
ever was b efo re: has given us peace and 
progress and increase in every direction. 
W h at can th e Dem ocrats set against all 
these palpable advantages ? 
T heir distinc­ 
tive policy has never had free application 
anyw here b u t in th e South. 
Is the m ate­ 
rial condition of th a t region such as to 
recom mend the doctrines avhich obtain 
there ? 
The Sonth is behind th e rest of the 
country a hundred years. 
I t is so because 
it has been Democratic. 
The statesm an­ 
ship of the Dem ocracy is th a t of a past 
generation. 
Its financial ideas are those 
which were rife in Europe in the m iddle of 
th e eighteenth century. 
Its governm ental 
theories are those which experience has 
proved to be u tterly incom patible w ith the 
survival of this republic. 
I t comprises the 
least intelligent, 
least progressive, least 
law abiding, b a s t civilized, least educated 
elem ents of the nation in its ranks. 
I t 
attracts to itself by chemical affinities the 
m ost backw ard, perverse, sinister, m alig­ 
nant, unpatriotic tendencies and influences 
th a t are extant. 
A steady m onotony of 
contrariety m arks all its policies. 
I t is 
uniform ly found in opposition to w hatever 
noble and liberal and tending to enlight­ 
enm ent and expansion is urged. 
I t in­ 
stinctively revolts from all educational 
agencies. 
I t has no sym pathy w ith the 
schoolm aster abroad. 
I t w illingly lends 
itself 
to 
organizations 
which 
aim 
at fettering th e soul of m an and p utting 
out tho eyes of m odern civilization. 
This 
is an age of grow th. 
W hat claims has the 
D em ocratic party upon such an age ? 
I t 
stands before the people to day w ithout 
promise or pretense of reform, and w ithout 
hope or capability cf reform. 
I t lias pre­ 
sented in th is 
cam paign a m ortifying 
spectacle of principles spurned, professions 
abandoned, guarantees repudiated, 
posi­ 
tions reversed, in short of all the incon­ 
sistencies and impossibilities which a party 
is sure to be guilty of w hich sets out w ith ­ 
out sincerity, and which has no higher 
program m e th an the tilling of tiie offices. 
Upon the Republican party, on the other 
hand, devolves the d u ty of m aintaining 
and continuing the beneficent conditions 
which it has established ; a duty w hich it 
can be fully trusted to perform, seeing how 
well it has accom plithed the work already- 
done, 
This is the situation upon which 
the people are now called to adjudícale,

gold w as ten, fifteen, tw enty per cent., the 
paper olollar was really w orth no more 
than. DO, So or 80 cents. 
The poor w ork- 
inrvman had to tik e it for a fnll dollar, but 
r.obody accepted it from him in th a t light. 
Prices were pu t up by all who had any- 
1 thing to sell, and when tradesm en raise 
prices they never confine them selves to 
ju st the difference betw een paper and gold, 
but alw ays take care to leave a m argin for 
fluctuation. 
Thus if the depreciation of 
paper am ounts to 15 per cent, they raise 
th eir prices 20 per cent., and so the w ork­ 
ingman receives 15 per cent, less th an his 
dollar, and pays 20 per cent, more for 
everything he buys. 
The 
depreciated 
paper and depreciated silver robbed the 
w orkingmen right and left, and they owe a 
debt of gratitude to the party th a t put an 
end to th a t period of loss and distress, and 
gave them a dollar w orth one hundred 
cents everywhere. 


No w orkingm an can be said to under­ 
stand his own interests who votes the 
Dem ocratic ticket.

cent's w orth. 
Before resum ption he lost 
ten or fifteen or tw enty cents out of every 
dollar he earned, besides w hat was taken 
from him in th e increased price of every­ 
thing. 
T his great change has m ade the 
difference betw een penury and comfort in 
millions of homoB. 
I t has m ade tbe differ­ 
ence betw een saving som ething and liviug 
from hand to m outh. 
T here m ay be 
political issues which do not appeal to the 
w orkingm an because they seem so d istan t 
from bis own experience. 
T his considera­ 
tion, however, touches liiin home, for no 
man who w orks and earns can fail to com­ 
prehend and appreciate it. 
The party 
th a t has done this for Labor is tho one to 
rely upou. 
I t can be tru sted to continue 
to protect th e interests it has served so 
faithfully already. 
As to the Democracy, 
it can be relied upon for nothing bu t tjie 
advocacy of “ fiat ” money and “ blizzard ” 
dollars, aDd repudiation, and general dis­ 
honesty and fraud.

SOLID 
SOU TH 
DOCTRINE. 


The M eriden (M iss.) M ercury thinks it 
useless to disguise its real sentim ents any 
longer, evidently regarding th e battle as 
lost. 
I t rails venomously against the 
N orth, and urges its readers to “ m ake no 
“ more cow ardly concessions th a t secession 
“ was revolution and fo lly ; no more self- 
“ accusations of having com m itted trea- 
“ son.” Since the N orth refuses to believe 
the professions of tb e South (we did not 
know until now th a t the South had made 
anyj, th e M ercury advises its friends to 
abandon ail ideas of national existence, 
and devote them selves to glorifying Slate 
sovereignty.

I t is this 
m istaken aud pernicious sentim ent of State 
pride which has draw n a line of separation 
about the Southern States, has given them 
a special and a lower civilization th an the 
rest of the country, and has retarded their 
progress generally. 
I t is the consciousness 
of tbe survival of this S tate pride w hich 
has led the N orth to distru st the South, 
and has complicated all the re'.atii ns be­ 
tween tbe tw o sections. 
If the South 
listens to the advice of th e M ississippi 
journal it will simply proceed in the p ath 
it lias already trodden for itself, and it 
will justify and vindicato all th e distrust 
and doubt w hich have existed heretofore.

CF 
THE PERIOD. 


Dr. 
Prim e has 
been ventilating bis 
disgust w ith the children of the period in 
the Observer, and tru ly the facta upon 
which he bases his strictures are som ew hat 
strong. 
He says he passed his sum m er a t 
one of the largest hotels of an E astern 
wat-.ring-plaee, and had only too m uch op­ 
portunity of w atching the conduct of the 
children, who sw arm ed all over th e house. 
A fter describing the riotous ways of tbe 
creatures Dr. Prime says th a t on ene occa­ 
sion he rem onstrated w ith th e landlord, 
and received this reply : 
“ The parents 
“ teach them to be saucy and rude and 
“ profane. 
I spoke to a child four years 
“ old in the presence of its m other, re- 
“ proving him for m isconduct, and, to my 
“ horror, th e little rascal turned and swore 
“ a t m e! 
H is m other langhed, and said, 
“ ‘ how funny ! 1 
I t is an everyday m atter 
“ for children to tell men ‘ to go t o 
,’ 
“ a place not to be m entioned, and their 


„ m others seem to th in k it very sm art for 
“ th eir children to use such words and to 
“ have 
suoh 
m anners.” 
A t 
another 
hotel 
Dr. 
Prim e 
says 
he 
saw 
several 
tables 
occupied 
by 
children 
playing 
gam bling 
games 
of 
cards, 
and th a t they evidently understood the 
games, and were as expert a t them as 
grown people. 
Such are some of the rea­ 
sons he gives for apprehending th a t the 
rising generation is not being trained up in 
the way it should go. 
The defect of his 
generalizations consists in th eir too wide 
application. 
I t may, and indeed m ust be 
granted, th a t all children brought up as 
indicated above, are spoiled, and th a t the 
chances of th eir becoming good and useful 
men and women are very meager. 
B ut on 
th e other hand the proportion of sucii ill- 
brought up children to th e whole popula­ 
tion m ust be very small, and while no 
doubt they illustrate au exaggerated form 
of a real tendency, the exaggeration m ust 
not be disregarded. 
A t the same tim e it is 
undeniable tb a t the past geneiation has 
been led, perhaps by sim ple reaction, but 
perhaps though th e influence of a m is­ 
understood 
m odern 
philosophy, 
to 
tre a t 
children 
w ith 
a 
laxity 
highly 
prejudicial 
to 
th eir 
characters. 
I t 
m ay be doubted w hether the strongest 
character of which we have any knowledge 
could have passed unscathed through such 
an ordeal of flattery and adulation and 
weak submission as num bers of unform ed 
childish m inds are now adays subjected to. 
If the children who are so brought up 
develop into selfish, mean, cold-hearted, 
unprincipled men and women, their educa­ 
tion may be m uch more to blame than their 
original dispositions. I t is nonsense to im ­ 
agine th a t the years of grow th and form a­ 
tion can be m isused, and th a t a noble 
character can then be established upon the 
distorted and perverted foundations. 
The 
children are dependent largely for their 
developm ent upon the parents, and if the 
la tte r are too ignorant or foolish or w eakly 
indulgent to cultivate th eir self-denial and 
reverence and wholesome am bition, it m ust 
not be w ondered a t th a t they lack these 
essential qualities w hen they grow up. 


THE MOREY LETTER FORGERY. 


W e ha\*e before us a fac simile of the le t­ 
ter alleged to have been w ritten by Gen­ 
eral Garfield to Morey. 
T he evidence th a t 
it is a forgery sticks o u t all over it. 
A 
perfectly conclusive proof is the bad spell­ 
ing to lie found in it. 
General Garfield is 
an educated man and a practiced w riter. 
Tiie idea th a t he cannot spell English is of 
course untenable. 
B ut in this short letter 
there are three gross m istakes in the spell­ 
ing of simple and fam iliar words. 
The 
word 
“ companies ” 
is 
spelled “ com- 
“ p a n y s ;” 
th e word 
“ religiously” is 
spelled 
“ .* ligeously ; ” 
and 
the word 
“ economy ” 
is 
spelled 
“ ccom oney.” 
General 
G arfield 
¡3 
incapable 
ef 
com m itting such blunders, and they alone 
j are sufficient to dem onstrate ihe fraudulent 
character of th e letter. 
T here arc also 
many (joints w hich an expert would at 
once perceive to be indications of forgery, 
and th e im itation of 
th e G overnm ent 
stam p on the envelope is quite plainly a 
clum sy copy of the Postoffice instrum ent. 
T he date on th e stam p has evidently been 
ro tam pered .vith as to be purposely illegi­ 
ble, th e year alone being m ade sufficiently 
plain to be read. T his leads us to one of the 
m ost palpable subterfuges of the Democratic 
rascals who are trying to bolster up the 
fraud. 
They pretend to have evidence 
tiiat such a xnan as M orey did live at 
Lynn, and th a t there was such an organ­ 
ization as the Em ployers’ U nion there, 
b ut they tak e care no t to say talten M orey 
lived, or when th e Em ployers' Union ex­ 
isted. 
They produce evidence w hich p u r­ 
ports to prove th a t somewhere about 1676 
Morey and th e Union were to be found, 
but they produce no evidence to show th at 
either wero surviving in January, 1SS0, 
when this letter is pretended to have 
been w ritten. 
Of course the proof tb a t 
M orey was alive four years n_io, or tb a t 
the U nion was then in existence, can 
have no bearing on this case. 
W hat 
the forgers are called upon to prove 1 3 th a t 
the man and tho organization were flour­ 
ishing iu Jan u a ry of th e present year. 
The whole affair, however, is a grosí aud 
palpable fraud. 
The icoundrel who w rote 
th e 
letter 
has 
dexterously 
avoided 
prosecution for forgery by w riting J. A. 
Gaificld, instead of J. 
A. 
Garfield, at 
th e end of it. 
The sm all “ i ” in the 
name 
is 
even 
dotted, 
and 
th u s the 
law 
is 
evaded 
a t 
th e 
same 
tim e 
th at th e m alignant purpose of th e act 
is hoped to be accomplished. 
W o should 
be quite willing to give the whole case to 
the country on th e appearance of the letter 
itself, for we are thoroughly satisfied th at 


1 1 0 man whose judgm ent was w orth ask­ 
ing, or whose honesty was a t par, would 
hesitate half a m inute to pronounce it a 
forgery on its face. 
I t is in short another, 
and probably the lis t, of the long series of 
kuavishact8 which the Dem ocratic party has 
perpetrated in th is campaign, ami, like its 
predecessors, it is destined to react dis­ 
astrously upion the shameless tricksters 
who are responsible for it. 


A DE-'IOF-AL’ZED CONCLUSION. 


Like m any kinds of fireworks, the Dem­ 
ocratic cam paign goes out w ith an evil 
smell. 
I t has beeu conducted on a basis 
of fraud, and it concludes w ith a particu­ 
larly rank specimen of forgery. 
No prin­ 
ciples w hatever have been introduced to it, 
bu t on th e contrary the few professions of 
principle put in the platform have been one 
by one discarded. 
Tne fraud by which the 
foundation of the Democratic canvass—the 
eolid South, nam ely— was created, 
h.-.s 
vitiated the whole proceedings, and the 
D em ocratic managers have been unable to 
rise above the m oral plaue of th eir initial 
project. 
The South bad been gained by 
frand, and it occnrred to Mr. Barnum or 
some of his pals th a t the N orth m ight per- 
hapis be won in the same way. 
The N o rth ­ 
ern voters could not bo bulldozed, b u t per­ 
haps they m ight be hoodwinked and de­ 
luded by bold forgery. 
I t was a desperate 
resort, bu t th e O ctober elections showed 
the Democratic leaders th at th eir case was 
in extrem ity, and they had done too much 
dirty work previously to be squeamish. 
So 
they w ant to work w ith a will, and arranged 
their forgery w ith so much circum stance 
th at though they could not palm it on the 
country they m ade it impossible for anyone 
to believe their innocence. 
And now they 
are going to execution w ith the sad con­ 
sciousness th a t they have disgraced and 
degraded them selves for considerably less 
than nothing, and th a t th e ’country’s only 
answ er to th eir fraud w ill be a shrug of 


profound contem pt, and a heavier line of 
m ajorities for Garfield. 
T ruly vice as 
well as virtue ought to be its own reward, 
for a t least w hen it is’com m itted by Demo­ 
cratic m anagers it is very ap t to have no 
other.

■Washington, October 29‘.h.— In the Su­ 
preme Court to-day case No. 707 was con­ 
sidered. 
I t is entitled “ The United States 
ex rel. Thomas McBride, pbiutitf in error, 
vs. Carl Schurz, Secretary of the Interior.” 
A m otion was tiled by the A ttorney Geqeral 
for an order to strike from thefl.es, on ac 
conut of its scandalous character, a pamphiet 
placed theie bv and purporting to be the re­ 
marks of Jas. H. Manderville, of counsel for 
plaintiff in error iu this cause. 
The motion 
was argued by Assistant Attorney-General 
Smith in support of 
the same, and by 
Mr. M anderviiie in opposition thereto. ITpon 
consideration, the t ’ourt ordered the pam­ 
phlet in question, puqiorti. g to be the brief 
of Mr. Mnndeivi le, of coun-el for plaintiff in 
error, to ba stricken from the flies of the 
Court. 
Among toe passages to which th 
attention of the Court was especially called 
i* one upon the Secretary of the Interior, 
who is described as “ an arrogant scion of 
Imperialism, a soldier of fortune, a traitor to 
his country and a fugitive from ju-tico, 
washed from Gem any to America upon a 
wave of revolution.” 
Tbe North C arolina Itrq u i-itlo n Cuse. 
W a s h in g t o n , October 29sh.—Chief Justice 
Carter, of the Supreme Court of the District 
■ f Columbia, to day iu the case of Samuel 
L. Perry, the colored man ariested on a 
requisition from N orth Carolina, accused of 
forgery, auaour.ced his decision, ordering tiie 
prisoner into the custody of the agent of 
N orth Carolina. 
Perry then upon, by previ­ 
ous stipulation of counsel on both sides, im­ 
mediately til 'd a petition for a writ of habeas 
c, rpus, alleging unlawful detention, ar.d as­ 
serting, among other things, th at the requiri- 
tion is insufficient and illegal; th at he is not 
guilty of the alleged i ffense; that he has not 
t! d the jurisdicti >n, and, further, he believes 
his extradition is not sought in good faith, 
but because of his relation to certain political 
affairs, including the so-called negro exodus, 
and that he believes, if rent to N orth U ro- 
,iua, he will lie in great bodily danger. 
The 
petition was presented to Judge W yiie, who 
ordered the writ to issue returnable before 
him a t chambers forthwith. 
The agent of 
North Caiuliua specifically denied Perry’s al­ 
legations. 
The hearing of the case was post­ 
poned till November 5 h, and L’crry was al- 
m itted to bail iu ¿T.OOO.

HOW THREE KINDS OF WOVEN DRESS IN 
SAN FRANCISCO. 


Mr. C h a irm a n :—It is now time to inquire as to the fitness oi 
this Democratic party to take control of our great nation and its 
vast and important interests for the next four years. I put the 
question to the gentleman from Mississippi [M r. L amar] what has 
the Democratic party done to merit that great trust? He tried to 
show in what respects it would not be dangerous. I ask him to show 
in what it would be safe. I affirm, and I believe I do not misrep- 
.resent the great Democratic party, that in the last sixteen years 
they have not advanced one great national idea that is not to-day 
exploded and as dead as Julius Caesar. And it any Democrat here 
will rise and name a great national doctrine his party has 
advanced, within that time, that is now alive and believed in, I 
will yield to hear him. [A pause.] In default ot an answer I will 
attempt to prove my negative. 
What were the great central doctrines of the Democratic party 
in the Presidential struggle of 18(J0 ? The followers ot Breckin­ 
ridge said slavery had a right to go wherever the Constitution goes. 
Do you believe that to-day ? Is there a man on this continent who 
holds that doctrine to-day ? Notone. That doctrine is dead and 
buried. The other wing of the Democracy held that slavery might 
be established in the Territories if the people wanted it. Does 
anybody hold that doctrine to-day ? Dead, absolutely dead. 
Come down to 1864. Your party, under the lead of Tilden and 
Vallandigham, declared the experiment of war to save the Union 
w as a failure. Do you believe that doctrine to-day? That doc­ 
trine was shot to death by the guns of Farragut at Mobile, and 
driven, in a tempest of fire, from the valley ot the Shenandoah, by 
Sheridan, les- than a month after its birth at Chicago. 
Come down to 1868. You declared the constitutional amend­ 
ments revolutionary and void. Does any man on this floor say so 
to-day ? If so, let him rise and declare it. 
Do you believe in the doctrine of the Broadhead letter of 1868, 
that the so-called constitutional amendments should he disre­ 
garded ? No; the gentleman from Mississippi accepts the results 
of the war! 
The Democratic doctrine of 1868 is dead! I walk 
across that Democratic camping-ground as in a graveyard. Under my 
feet resound the hollow echoes of the dead. There lies slavery, a 
black marble column at the head of its grave, on which I read : 
Died in the flames of the civil war; loved in its life; lamented in 
its death; followed to its bier by its only mourner, the Democratic 
party, but dead ! And here is a double grave: Sacred to the 
memory of squatter sovereignty. Died in the campaign of 1860. 
On the reverse side: Sacred to the memory of the Dred Scott and 
Breckinridge doctrine. Both dead at the hands of Abraham Lin­ 
coln. And here is a monument of brimstone: Sacred to the mem­ 
ore of the rebellion; the war against it is a failure; Tilden et Val- 
landigham fccerunt, A. D. 1864. Dead on the field of battle; shot 
to death by the million guns of the Kepublic. The doctrine of 
secession; of State sovereignty. Dead. Expired in the flames op 
civil war, amid the blazing rafters of the Confederacy, except that' 
the modern xEneas, fleeing out of that ruin, bears on his back 
another Anchises of State sovereignty, and brings it here in the 
person of the honorable gentleman from the Appomattox district 
of Virginia. [M r. T ucker.] [Laughter.] All else is dead. 
Now, gentlemen, are you sad, are you sorry for these deaths ? ! 
Are you "not glad that secession is dead? that slavery is dead ? j 
that squatter sovereignty is dead ? that the doctrine of the failure j 
of the war is dead ? Then you are glad that you were outvoted in 
1860, in 1864, in 1868, and in 1872. If you have tears to shed over | 
these losses, shed them in the graveyard, but not in this House of j 
living men. I know that many a Southern man rejoices that these 
issues are dead. The gentleman from Mississippi has clothed his : 
joy with eloquence. 
Now, gentlemen, if you yourselves are glad that you have suf­ 
fered defeat during the last sixteen years, will you not be equally 
glad when you suffer defeat next November ? [Laughter.] But 
pardon that remark ; I regret it ; I would use no bravado. 
Now, gentlemen, come with me for a moment into the camp of 
ihe Republican party and review its career. Our central doctrine 
in 1860 was that slavery should never extend itself over another 
foot of American soil. Is that doctrine dead ? It is folded away 
like a victorious banner; its truth is alive forevermore on this con-, 
tinent. In 1864 we declared that we would put down the rebellion j 
and secession. And that doctrine lives and will live when the 
second Centennial has arrived! Freedom, national, universal, and 
perpetual—our great constitutional amendments, are they alive or 
dead v Alive, thank the God that shields both liberty and Union. 1 
And our national credit, saved from the assaults of Pendleton; j 
caved from the assaults of those who struck it later, rising higher j 
and higher at home and abroad ; and only now in doubt lest its 
chief, its only enemy, the Democracy, should triumph inNovem-) 
her.Mr. Chairman, ought the Republican party to surrender its trun-! 
cheon of command to the Democracy ? The gentleman from Mis- j 
sissippi says, if this were England the Ministry would go out in 
twenty-four hours with such a state of things as we have here. 
Ah, yes! that is an ordinary case of change of administration. 
But if this were England what would she have done at the end of i 
the war? England made one such mistake as the gentleman asks 
this country to make when she threw away the achievements of 
the grandest man that ever trod her highway of power. Oliver 
Cromwell had overturned the throne of despotic power and had 
lifted his country to a place of masterful greatness among the na­ 
tions of the earth ; and when, after his death, his great scepter was 
transferred to a weak, though not unlineal hand, his country, in a 
moment of reactionary blindness, brought back the Stuarts. Eng­ 
land did not recover from that folly until, in 1689, the Prince of 
Orange drove from her island the last of that weak and wicked line. 
Did she afterward repeat the blunder? 
For more than fifty years pretenders were seeking the throne, 
and the wars on her coast, in Scotland and in Ireland, threatened 
the overthrow of the new dynasty and the disruption of the Em­ 
pire. But the solid phlegm, the magnificent pluck, the round­ 
about common sense of Englishmen steadied the throne till the 
cause of the Stuarts was dead. They did not change as soon as the 
battle was over and let the Stuarts come back to power. 
And how was it in our own country when our fathers had tri­ 
umphed in the war of the Revolution? When the victory was 
won. did they open their arms to the loyalists, as they called them­ 
selves, or tories, as our fathers called them ? Did they invite 
them back ? Not one. They confiscated their lands. The State 
uissed decrees that no tory should live on our soil. And when 
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take themselves away, our fathers, bur- 
passeu decrees mat no 
they were too poor to 
dened :rs the young nation was with debt, raised the money to 
trail-1 u t the tories beyond the seas or across the Canada border. 
Thev went to England, to France, to Nova Scotia, to New Bruns­ 
wick. and especially to Halifax; and that town was such a resort 
for them that it became the swear-word of our boyhood. “ Go to 
Halifax,” was a substitute for a more impious, but not inore oppro­ 
brious expression. The presence of tories made it opprobrious. 
Now, 1 do not refer to this as an example which we ought to 
follow. Oh, no. We live in a milder era, in an age softened by 
the more genial influence of Christian civilization. Witness the 
sixtv-one men who fought against us in the late war, and who are 
now sitting in this and the other Chamber of Congress. Every one 
of them is here because a magnanimous 
thev might come ; and they.are welcome. nation 
Only 


1, Every 
freely voted that 
please do not say 
that you are just now especially fitted to rule the Republic, and to 
be the apostles ot liberty and of blessings to the colored race. 
Gentlemen, the North has been asked, these many years, to re­ 
gard the sensibilities of the South. We have been told that you 
were brave and sensitive men, and that we ought not to throw fire­ 
brands among you. Most of our people have treated you with 
justice and magnanimity. In some things we have given you just 
cause for complaint; but I want to remind you that the North also 
has sensibilities to be regarded. The ideas which thev cherish, and 
for which they fought, triumphed in the highest court, the court of 
last resort, the field of battle. Our people intend to abide by that 
verdict and to enforce the mandate. They rejoice at every evi­ 
dence of acquiescence. They look forward to the day when the dis­ 
tinctions of North and South shall have melted away in the grander 
sentiment ot nationality.

I have been trying to look at fashion 
through the wrong end of a spy-glass, that 
I might have its general effect without be­ 
ing carried away by its striking detail.

She wears a very plain but very taking 
costume ; affects linen collars ; appears in 
a black bat shaped as near as possible to 
masculine pattern, and often winds a lace 
scarf upon its crown ; she walks fast but 
gracefully ; she is artistic, striking, dainty ; 
she is the silhouette of sty le. I admire 
her, but she is 
Al'T TO BE SLANGY. 
You have seen her any time the last year 
and here she is yet, piquant, nice, pigeon­ 
like, full of dash and flavor. Do you get 
the idea of her ? ¡she is the danseuse of 
private life, aud can dance you anything 
that toes are up to and never lose her 
breath. And now you surely have her. 
The second moves as slowly and calmly as 
a great ship; She impresses you with 
avoirdupois, her black eyes aud her quan­ 
tities of waist above the belt. She may 
have crow’s feet about the eye?, but she 
never has a wrinkle in the fit of her 
dress. She looks as if she m i.ht sing 
contralto. She deals in eyelashes and 
“ makes up” her eyes. Siie is often as 
beautiful a woman as you may find upon 
the streets. She always wears black, looks 
lovely in velvet, shines with jet aud pas­ 
sementerie ; her hat rolls off her face light 
and airy with plumes, and diamonds flash 
nowhere so bright as against the heave of 
her bewitching orbs. You know her? 
Well, here she is still, in feathers, jet, 
beauty and eyelashes. The third, oh! my 
friends, is the woman upon whom the most 
of us are patterned, a woman of no distinc­ 
tive style or appearance, who aims to keep 
as near the fashion as she conveniently can. 
A woman who simply doesn’t impress the 
public in any of her points. To-morrow 
you could scarcely tell what she 
has worn to-day, because there is no 
kind of costume that especially be­ 
longs to her. 
The first two make 
concessions to fashions aud remain the 
same in general appearance. We give up 
all, aud having no personality to preserve, 
to-day are done up like volumes in red and 
gold, to-morrow in gray and black, yester­ 
day in blue, green or yellow, with dresses 
of all cuts and hats of all shapes and sizes. 
We chatter and gossip on fashion, but 
alas ! my sisters, we might just as well 
wear a two-breadth calico as silk spread 
with a hoop, for we never can stand out 
against the horizon of fashion distinct and 
clear. We are blurred, as it were, like 
new colors in a painting, 
CHARACTERLESS DA CBS 
Beside the others, but of such singular 
bias is the feminine mind that we are the 
very ones who run to fashion and go to 
seed on style. We wear the Bernhardt 
wrinkle on our gloves, the Jersey tunic 
upon our' shoulders, the military pom­ 
pon in our hats, and after all no- 
cody notices if we have anything about us 
of the BernhaTdt, or the Jersey, or the mil­ 
itary. Dear sisters, w<s may wear low- 
heeled, broad-soled easy shoes now, since 
fashion permits us to be comfortable about 
the feet. But by the same sign must we 
sigh and groan, and pull our corset strings 
tighter, for the small waist came in by the 
last report, and we must be airy, fairy and 
wasplike if we die for it. Our hair is worn 
low upon the neck, and we bang it curi­ 
ously all round our face like a fiilled cap. 
Upon our wrists we wear silver bangles, 
with a little pig dangling from the wire for 
a charm, or a slender bracelet, with a set­ 
ting as of old. Likewise, and to match, we 
have long slender gold bars, which pierce 
sometimes a fan, sometimes a palette, some­ 
times a flower, a butterfly, or a bird, aud 
these are pins for the ntcktie. We carry 
Japanese faus of silk, beautifully and elab­ 
orately painted or embroidered, and the 
fan i art is small, while the handle is very 
long. Around our necks we put a wide 
collarette or fichu of white, whose elabor­ 
ated ends reach to and sometimes below 
the waist. They are often of the richest 
kind of lace ; sometimes are made of Swiss 
muslin, prettily edged, and sometimes of 
embroidered lawn. 
WE ARE GONE 1»AFT ON LACE, 
Spanish lace, Breton lace, Languedoc, real 
lace, plenty of it, and the more the better. 
We will use beaded laces and trimmings 
in quantities this winter. The iridescent, 
rainbow or cashmere beads enter largely 
into our expectations, and of an evening 
have an indescribably soft and dewy 
look. The town Í3 mad just now on two- 
bit white neckties ; everybody buys them. 
We will wear largely the close-fitting, 
long-skirted pelerine for street promenade. 
It opens from the waist downward, and 
false fronts of shirred and puffed and 
pleated satin are pinned on at will to make 
a showy dress-skirt. We buy notv the 
valayeuse, finished with a quilling of car­ 
dinal, gold or navy blue, then be­ 
stow about us hints of the same 
color in silk or ribbon, and then we are 
“ illuminated” with cardinal, gold or blue. 
We wear small hats, like the turban, all 
made of overlapping iridescent cocks’ 
feathers, or the brim beaded and the crown 
decked with plumes. We also wear the 
large, picturesque, Gainsborough style, 
and our bonnets come close to the face, 
but all laden with ostrich feathers. The 
material for hats and bonnets is geuerally 
a shaggy beaver or plush. There is a ten­ 
dency in head wear to trim both sides 
alike ; for instance, to wear a long feather 
on each side, which meet aud hang in two 
ends in the back. The milliners’ windowsare 
piled high with feathers ; beautiful, long, 
curling plumes, fit for royalty. 
We still 
cliiig to the colors of cardinal, old gold aud 
heliotrope, and beautiful combinations ap­ 
pear in dress goods. Our favorite trim­ 
mings this winter will be in plaid and 
plush. 
Beautiful plaids, 4G inches wide, 
come at $2 25 per yard, and you can get 
them to match any color. Brocades are 
somewhat out of favor, though they are so 
rich and heavy in effect, that they still 
linger in sight, loth to be discarded. 
Pretty goods, with striped bands along the 
edge for trimming, known as the side-band 
suiting, will be becoming to those among 
us who are inclined to embonpoint. The 
handkerchief suiting rages just now, and 1 
have seen 
DREADFULLY HOMELY SUITS 
Made of it, and some as pretty as could 
be. 
It depends on the draping a 
good deal. 
The material is all one 
piece, of course, squared off like 
handkerchiefs with deep borders. It is 
down now as low as six bits per handker­ 
chief, but these squares are almost too 
small to make prettily. Some are cut as 
though a handkerchief were laid over the 
shoulder, and the border looks like a yoKe 
back and front. The most, however, have 
the border down the basque, front and 
back. The draping has always ends like a 
handkerchief folded corner-wise. Fichas 
and mantle drape onr shoulders for the 
most part, though heavier wraps must 
come scon. At present all things have a 
fichu effect. I notice a number of costumes 
made with peasant waist, the shoulder part 
shirred or pleated in, and it is very be­ 
coming to slender women. Basqnes have 
wide collars, coat-tails and the shoulder 


seam is short. There is a great deal of shir­ 
ring in dress trimmings, and for evening 
wear the dress opens so as to expose the 
throat, either square or V-shaped. Many 
wear a pleated linen bosom in imitation of 
the shirt front, or a little ruffled and laced 
muslin square within this opening. The 
little flattery vaii, or “ beautifiers,” as we 
used to call them, that are invaluable to 
street toilet, because they are such 
AN AID TO THE COMPLEXION, 
Are worn with the dots of very large size 
and give the face a splashed look. All 
head gear is placed far back from the fore­ 
head still, and exposes all the Saratoga 
waves and Montagues and water crimps 
and masses of friz half-way the length ot 
the part. On theater nights the hair is 
sometimes dressed high, and a scarf of 
wide w hite lace arranged about it, crossing 
in the back aud knotting under the chii!, 
with bright roses of various colors placed 
at will. It makes a light and pretty 
appearance and has something the affect ot 
a bonnet. Panels, that is, plain pieces of 
silk longer than they are wide, are let into 
the skirts of handsome dresses either side 
the front and ornamented by band with 
pointings of vines, flowers or birds. Im­ 
agine an ecru silk woven with satin flow- 
trs, in the front of which are placed panels 
ftf light blue silk ornamented with apple- 
blossoms and hovering butterflies, a fall of 
real lace passing between the panels. Is 
it any woutler that some w omen look like 
angels when they can w ear such a dress as 
this with diamonds and everything else to 
go with it? Yet this lovely anil delicate 
dress was made for a woman of bad com­ 
plexion, with red rims on her eyelids 
and the scraggiest arms you ever saw . She 
is a Jewess who can well afford the cos­ 
tume and to cast it away after once wearing, 
but nothing could make her even passably 
pretty. A certain show-window on Kear­ 
ny street is just now about the most 
artistic thing of its kind, and crowds flock 
to see it. Lace curtains drape it and fall 
in cascades down the sides. The floor is 
laid with silks, and in the center, arranged 
as a pyramid, are long shining folds of flow­ 
ered silks—heliotrope, ecru aud pink— 
against a background of other paie colors, 
while all about are scattered lengths of 
costly lace and bouquets and sprays of 
French flowers.

vntii its discovery was announced through 
th e medium of the pre-s.

AN EXPERT’S TESTIMONY. 
New York, October ¿9ch.—Ames, who 
teotihed yesterday in the forged Ckiuese-let- 
ter case is the generally acknowledged chief 
of experts here in chirography, and a thor­ 
oughly upright man.

It seems to us that 
some other missticiling, corresponding with 
this, in Garfield’s handwriting, should be 
found before any person can be justified in 
continuing to circulate this letter as his. 
Garfield writes a groat many letters, and if 
that method is peculiar to him bis other 
specimens can easily be obtained. Until they 
are, the letter may safely be considered spu­ 
rious. After persistently denouncing for four 
years the obtaining of power by the Repub­ 
licans through means of fraud, we have r.o 
desire to see it wrested from them by forgery.

P Iin .P S AND HIS ASSOCIATES. 
Chicago, 
October 29th.—Most of the 
associates of the forger 1’hilps are well known 
in this city, some of them having been well 
known as newspaper itinerants, acd all have 
*• most* unsavory rec >rd. 
Huntley, who is 
closely connected with the crowd, has had 
an escapade in nearly every city where he has 
worked. He it was who first gave his pal 
few a v by telegraphing the facts to a paper 
several days in advance of I’hilp’s arrest, but 
the paper, which once employed Huntley as 
a reporter, knew his character for un­ 
veracity so well that 
it 
did not care 
to publish the dispatch as from its reg­ 
ular 
New 
York 
correspondent, 
but 
placed Huntley’s name at the bottom, to 
indicate that it was of doubtful veracity, and 
refrained from editorial indorsement of the 
tale. 
Huntley evidently let hi»- desire for 
lucre overcome his regard for his friend 
I ’hilp. 
The other persons who are in league 
wftli Philp—Joseph Hart, the low comedian, 
Archie Gordon, the newspaper pirate and 
UUifier, Byrne, of the Dramatic Hems—all 
have reputations of the most unsavory sort, 
and are knoWD pretty generally in this sec­ 
tion for just what they are, and the utmost 
astonishment is expressed that the Demo­ 
cratic National Committee should give an 
i^ir to so graceless 
a set of scoundrels, 
whose united sworn testimony would not 
weigh against tbe bare word of any honorable 
m as. 
EXAMINATION OF THE FORGER RESUMED. 
N ew Y ork, October 29th.—The examina­ 
tion of Kenward Philp was resumed this 
m orning in the presence of a large crowd. 
The «nvelu|>e in which the Morey letter 
was oontained was handed to Judge Davis, 
and on motion of counsel H art was declared 
purged of contempt. 
Assistant Attorney 
Bell called Albert G. Southworth to the 
stand. 
He testified that he was an expert in 
handw riurg of fifteen years’ experience ; had 
compared tto photographic and pboto-litho- 
graphic copy of the Morey letter with the 
Rockwell and Jewell letters ; did not think 
they were in the same handwriting; also 
compared the Morey letter with the exhibits 
on which the warrant of arrest was obtained, 
and found a sufficiency of characteristics to 
euable him to form an opinion. They were 
ia the same handwriting. 
On being cross-examined, the witness said 
he had come from Boston on a telegraphic 
request of Marshall Jewell; expected pay for 
Iris services ; made affidavit at the request of 
Stoughton, Knox 
and 
Davenport; gave 
before them a synopsis of what he would 
testify to ; never saw the original Morey let­ 
te r until this morning; did not know Gar­ 
field ; did not know for whom he will vote. 
Tne prosecution next called Wm. E. Hogan, 
af Troy, an expertm handwriting. 
Witness had examined the Morey letter 
and the photo-lithographic copies of it, to­ 
gether with the exhibits on which the warrants 
were obtained, and his opinion was that the 
iiereon who wrote the exhibits wrote the Mor»y 
tetter. 
The Morey letter was evidently the 
writing of a jierson imitating another s hand, 
introducing, however, strong characteristics 
of his own. In the exhibit in the signature 
•if Kenwari Philp the “ K ” is exactly simi­ 
lar to the “ K ” in "K e a ts” in the Morey 
totter. 
Witness brand other similarities iu 
letters; had examined the photographic 
copies of exhibits Nos. 1 and 2, and the origi­ 
náis thereof, the Rockwell and Jewell letters, 
and he declared that they were not in the 
u n e handwriting. 
Cross-examined by Mr. Brooke—Received 
a telegram from Jewell yesterday to come 
her*, and expected to be paid ; did not know 
Garfield, and was not interested in him any 
further than to give him his vote. 
W itness was then shown by Stoughton, for 
the prosecution, the envelope produced this 
morning, and was —sked if there had been an 
erasure on the stamp, and he answered in the 
affirmative. 
Continuing, he_ said : 
There is 
an erasure on the stamp in the^ date and 
m onth; I cannot say what the original date 
was ; the indications are that the date and 
m onth have been erased by rubbing on the 
back of the envelope ; the stamp date there 
bears indications of an erasure ; the date and 
m onth cannot be deciphered ; there are three 
stam ps on the en velop , in which no dates 
can be made out, all the dates seemingly be­ 
ing erased ; the address on the envelope is not 
in the handwriting of the person who wrote 
fjre Rockwell and Jew ell letter», but closely 
resem bles the writing of the pereon who 
«grite the exhibits marked “ A to K," on 
grbich ti e warrant of arrest was granted. 
Allen M. Beet, a newspaper rep. iter, rr 
: Rained by the prosecution— \S as fauno» 


with Philp’s handwriting; the exhibits “ A 
to K ” were in Philp’s handwriting ; had seen 
the photo-lithographie Morey letter, and be­ 
lieved it to be in Philp’s handwriting; 
thought so when he first saw the copy ; Philp 
always had a habit if spelling such words as 
“ companies” and -imilir words with “ y s” 
instead of “ ies;” in the Morey letter this 
mistake is made. 
A t this stage Bell said he wo-ld like an 
adjournment, as he had other witnesses to 
examine who were not present—one Lynn 
witness who had not arrived, and another 
expert who was sick. 
Brooks and Pryor objected to the delay, 
and wauted to produce proof of the genuine­ 
ness of the letter. 
_ 
Judge Davis said that owing to the national 
character of tnis case he would ait as an ex­ 
amining magistrate, a thiig not without 
precedent, although unusual. _ If this letter 
was written by General Garfield, it not only 
was unworthy of him but should condemn 
him. There is no possible doubt, I think, in 
the minds of thinking men iu this country, 
that the idea with which this letter closes, 
that a treaty with a great Power, so far as 
population is concerned the largest on earth, 
should not be abrogated until the manuiac-t 
uring and other corporations are conserved 
in the question of labor, simply means until 
they are supplied to their satisfaction with 
the cheap labor of the Chinese. Such a sen­ 
timent uttered by a Presidential candidate 
would, as a matter of course, have a most seri­ 
ous eff< c t; but if it be not genuine and a 
forgery, every thinking man not only will 
admit, but at once entertain with pleasure 
the thought that the forger should be prompt­ 
ly and severely condemned. 
Now, under 
such circumstances, it is my duty to sit as 
examining magistrate, to issue ray warrant, 
not for the purpose of subserving the inter­ 
ests of any party. No approach to me has 
ever been made on that subject by any per­ 
son connected with any parly, and it is not 
my intention so to conduct this case as to 
lead to any other than perfect and absolute 
truth. This application for adj lurnment is 
an ordinary one, and would be granted. It 
is in conformity with universal practice, and 
besides, on tbe part of the prosecution, extra 
delays have been occasioned by the non-pro­ 
duction ot the letter for which the Court was 
obliged to postpone the hearing in the first 
place something more than three hours, and 
then, by a resort to what must appeal- to 
everyone a very strict construction of lan­ 
guage, the envelope was not forthcoming, and 
five hours more were consumed. These extra 
delays caused the loss of nearly halt a day, 
thou-h counsel iu this case are not blamable 
for this. 1 am not willing to be put in a 
false position, and I will give b th sides every 
opportunity to present their evidence. It the 
prosecution are not ready tl e defense can 
proceed and give way when the prosecution 
are ready. 
I will adjourn the case until 2 
o'clock. 
AFTERNOON session. 
When the Court 
reassembled General 
Pryor and Mr. Brooks, of counsel for de­ 
fense, entered, accompanied by Hon. Abram 
S. Hewitt, whose presence gave rise to a re­ 
port that he was to take the stand as a wit­ 
ness. 
Witness Hogan was recalled by Colonel 
Bliss, for the prosecution, but his examina­ 
tion was objected to on the ground that Bliss 
was the complainant. 
The objection was overruled, and Hogan 
testified: 
I have submitted the Moiey 
envelope to a microscopic test, and have 
found erasures ; I also find on the stamp that 
the figure 2 was printed, while what I call 
figure 1 is not printed, but is a longitudinal 
stroke, and íb not set in the same field with 
figure 2. Above an l a little to the right of 
the word “ Morey ” is an evidence of two 
erasures—in one a word that I think is 
■-E*q.,” and in the other there is no word. 
The erasure to the left of “ Esq.” is con­ 
tinued, and is nearly in a line with the line. 
The stamp on the reverse of the envelope 
shows evidence of two erasures, with a ring 
under the word “ Morey.” There is evidence 
of an erasure just under the letter “ T.” 
The letters “ or ” are written over the 
erasure. 
The word “ Lynn ” ia written 
below a portion of the erasure, and there is a 
little erasuie above the word “ Mass.” 
Cross-examined by Mr. Brooks—I exam­ 
ined the envelope at the Postoffiee in the 
presence of Mr. Bliss, Mr. Stoughton, Mr. 
Gay ford, Wra. Fink and Mr. Knox. I don’t 
know who brought it there. _ 
Judge Davis—I intrusted it to Mr. Bell. 
Mr. Brooks—I understood that the letter 
was not to go out of your Honor’s control, 
and 1 call yi ur Honor’s attention to the fact 
that the letter is not in the same condition as 
wheu we delivered it. 
Judge Davis—I cut iff part of the edge. 
The tears in it were all there. 
Charles Hoffman was then called, and 
testified as follows: The photograph of the 
envelope was made under my supervision. 
I 
leceived it from Hart, and it is iu the same 
condition now as when I received it. I no­ 
ticed no erasures. 
1 did not look for them. 
John Phin testified: I reside in New 
Jersey. 
I am the editor of the American 
Journal of Microscopy, and have made it a 
study for twenty-five years ; have been called 
as a" witness as an expert before ; saw the 
Morey envelope two hours ago, and have ex­ 
amined it uuder a microscope ; till* surface of 
the paper is disturbed in many points, which 
can be discovered by holding it to the lich t; 
at several points along and above the name 
the fibres 
are 
disturbed; there is an 
«rasure above the word “ Morey,” where 
had 
been 
evidently the word “ E»q.;” 
the disturbance 
of 
the 
fibres 
is 
on 
tue 
outside 
of 
the 
envelope ; 
there 
is a dl-turfcauce on the stamp on the reverse, 
but no more than ordinary friction would 
cause; I do not think it an erasure ; the 
figure 2 seems to have escaped ; before the 2 
there has been an extra degree of rubbing ; 
the microscope shows that figure 1. alongside 
of figure 2, was not stamped ; on the face of 
the envelope 1 saw the word “ E sq.;” but 
could not tell what the other erasures were ; 
there are some small spots of ink ; under the 
word “ Representatives” there is an erasion. 
Judge Davis—Can the witness fix the 
microscope so that I can examine the en­ 
velope ? 
Witness—Yes, sir. 
The instrument was then arranged and an 
examination made by the Justice. 
Mr. Phin was then cross-examined by Mr. 
Howe. 
He was shown part of the envelope 
with “ J. A. Garfield, M. C.,” and the mark 
of the stamp on it. On request, he made a 
microscope investigation of it, and testified 
that the mark is stamped; it has been 
stamped twice. 
James Gaylor, General Superintendent of 
the City Delivery of the l’ostoffice, testified : 
When a letter addressed to some one in 
this city arrives it comes in a locked com­ 
partment. It is taken out and stamped with 
the receipting stamp, which indicates the 
hour it was received. The stamp shows the 
month and the day. The stamps have on 
them “ Rec., New York,” and the date. 
That stamp ia put on all letters for city de­ 
livery, and on them only. 
If a letter ar­ 
rived here from Washington, passing east, it 
would not be treated in my division. There 
are nineteen stations in the city, and all let­ 
ters intended for a district are sent to that 
district 
and 
stamped 
with the station 
stamp. On 
the 
reverse of 
the Morey 
envelope I recognize the stamp bearirg 
the 
words 
“ Rec., New 
Yi rk, 
7:90.” 
The figure 2 is in the place where the date 
is. The figure on the side of it I do not 
think was stamped there. 
We use the 
stamps every day, but change the dates, 
the dates being made in a single piece. 
The stamp on the Morey letter indicates its 
receipt in the New York postoffice, and if it 
was sent from Washington to Bynn that 
stamp would not be there. The heavy ring 
on the envelope looks like one of the stanqw 
in the city stations. The envelope presents 
indications of disturbances. The abrasion on 
the station stamp covers where the date 
would be. 
I have seen many of the stamped 
letters received from Washington. The figure 
1 adjoining the figure 2 on the stamp on 
the reverse of the envelope is not made by a 
die. 
No cross examination. 
Henry J. l’earson was called for the pros­ 
ecution, and testified : Am Assistant Post­ 
master, and have been such for seven years ; 
for eight years previous I was in the railway 
mail gervice «n the route from Washington 
to New York. I setters from Washington to 
Boston are put in pouches in Washington 
and sent right through, the pouches not being 
opened in this city ; in case a mail is delayed 
the pouches would betaken to the New York 
postoftice and the package would be removed 
to other pouches, but the letters would not be 
stamped here. 
No cross-examination. 
John Richards was called for tbe prosecu­ 
tion, and testified : I am General Superin­ 
tendent of the City Delivery Department of 
the l’ostoffice ; have been so for seven years ; 
letters received for city delivery only are 
stamped ; the time of the stamp is changed 
every thirty minutes and a proof taken of it 
and certified to before it can be used; the 
stamp on the back of the Morey letter is the 
receiving stamp of our office; the date is not 
on i t ; the figure 2 is the last letter of the 
doubled date.

Assistant Postmaster Pierson, recalled for 
the prosecution, testified: The Washington 
mail that goes through this city Sunday 
mornings goes through in the original pouches 
without being ehauged. 
No cross examination. 
Daniel T. Ames, recalled for the prosecu 
tion. testified : The handwriting on the Morey 
envelope closely resembles the exhibits, which 
are in Philp’s writing. 
Adjourned until to-morrow.

A ssistant Postm aster in the New York Post­ 
office, by Jam es Taylor, Superintendent of 
the city delivery, and by M r. Richards, 
in

ment, 
that, the New 
York 
stam p 
on 
the 
envelope 
is 
placid 
upon 
all 
letters received here intended for delivery to 
persons in New Y ork city, and th at such 
stam p is never placed upon letters merely 
passing through this c ity ; that the second 
New York stamp is th at which is placed upon 
letters received at a sub -tation in this 
city from the general Postuffice for delivery 
in the district of the sub-station. 
In other 
words, it is made abs. lutely certain, from 
the stamps, that the envelope, when it passed 
through the mail, was posted at W ashington 
and addressed to some one in New York city.

Besides this, it was shown by 
the New Y ork stamps, in one of which the 
figure 2 remains, that the figure was the last 
one of the figures, showing on what day the 
envelope was received in New York, and that 
it must have been received either on the 
12th or the 22d of some undiscoverable 
month.
